Times, and even the Democratic Sun, com­ 
plain. 
The Times says: 
Croker, the new 
Fire Commissioner, is simply a coarse and 
serviceable tool of John Kelly. 
Uis experi­ 
ence has been chit fly that of a ruffian ard 
Tammany “ heeler.” H e escaped the State 
Prison on a charge of murder by the disagree­ 
ment of a jury, six of whom could not 
be convinced that he did not fire the shot 
which killed Jchn McKenna, Jr., in an elec- 
t :on day row in 1874. 
His friends have 
claimed that he did not fire the fatal shot, 
and Abram S. Hewitt has added to that part 
of his reputation which resta on the Morey 
letter by coming forward as the champion of 
Croker. 
It appears that he sought to im­ 
press Mayor Edson with the peculiar fitness 
of Richard Croker for the Police Judgeship. 
I t is only three days ago that the Sun nomi­ 
nated H ew itt for the Vice-Presidency of the 
United States in 1884, 
C o n v en tio n o f S to ck m e n . 
Chicago, November 16th.—The National 
Convention of Stockmen, called to take action 
to Btamp ont contagious diseases among live 
stock, reassembled this morning, Senator 
Williams, of Kentucky, presiding, and 200 
delegates being present. 
The committee ap­ 
pointed to outline a plan of action submitted 
a series of resolutions, which, after being 
variously amended, read as follows ; 


W h e re a s , The extent of contagious pleuro-pneu- 
monia in certain portions of a few States on the At­ 
lantic seaboard, introduced from tim e to time by 
the importation of live stock from foreign countries, 
constantly threatens to spread the contagion to the 
Southern and Western States and Territories ; that 
the disease is of such character that State legislation 
on the part of Congress to eradicate the disease in 
infected districts is imperatively demaudcd ; that, 
should the great ranges of the West become infected 
with the disease it would be impossible to stamp 
out the plague, except by the total destruction of 
herds at a cost of hundreds of millions of dollars; 
therefore, 
Resolved. That we urge upon the proper authori­ 
ties the imperative necessity of the thorough in­ 
spection of all live stock and meat products shipped 
to foreign countries. 
The Convention also indorsed the action of 
the Secretary of the Treasury in enforcing 
quarantine against all imported cattle, and 
decided to petition CoDgress to confer author­ 
ity on the Treasury Department by which 
the quarantine could be extended so as to 
cover sheep, swine and goats. 
The Conven­ 
tion decided to appoint a committee of one 
from each State which is to memorialize 
Congress and show the loss to America by 
reason of the restrictions against American 
meat productions, and suggest such legisla­ 
tion as may tend to remove this prejudice. 
The Convention is said to have been the most 
representative one of stockmen ever held in 
the country. 
I t has adjourned sine die. 
New York D rain M arket. 
Nkw Y ork, November 16th,—The Com- 
mer-.ial Bulletin says : Speculations in wheat 
continue active, with ventures generally of 
the scalping order, and local operators are 
keeping in trim for a sudden change of rela­ 
tion to the market, 
la the absence of pro­ 
nounced convictions as to what the market 
will do next, exporters are not furnishing the 
support the bulls had relied on, and it is 
doubtful whether the large clearances of the 
past few days will be matched this week. 
Certainly the interest of shippers is subsidiug 
all along the starboard, while the interior 
movement is unexpectedly liberal, and as a 
consequence lower prices are reported. There 
was some heavy trading in wheat options 
yesterday. 
One firm, it is alleged, bought 
about l.Of 0 000 bushels for January delivery 
at 81 14}, buying 800,000 bushels in two 
blocks each of 400,000 bushels, the sellers 
being Broad street parties. Very little specu­ 
lative attentiou is directed towards corn and 
oats at present. 
The Com positors' S trike. 
New Y ork, November 16th.—The Mail 
and Express and Post has refused to allow 
compositors 40 cents per thousand ems in­ 
stead of 85 cents, as at present, and theU nion 
men went out. 
The papers are published as 
usual, however. 
The Graphic refused the in­ 
crease and the men continued at work, 
The 
other evening papers conceded to the scale. 


(SECOND DISPATCH.] 
New Y ork, November 16.h.—The com­ 
positors’ strike prevents the issue of the early 
editions of the Post and other evening papers. 
The Post publishes th6 following: 
“ We 
shall have to ask the indulgence of the 
readers of the Evening Pest during the next 
two or three days for imperfections and 
shortcomings by the strike of compositors 
this morning. 
We are very reluctant to 
trouble the public with any statement regard­ 
ing our private affairs, but it is necessary to 
explain in 
this 
case 
that 
the 
strike 
is not caused by any actual or threatened 
decrease of wages; that the rates 
paid 
to compositors by the Post are as high as 
those paid by any other evening paper, and 
were until within three or four weeks higher 
than those paid hy two other evening papers; 
that the weekly earnings of our compositors 
under the present rates average as high as 
those of weekly offices, even since the recent 
advance in those establishments; that, in 
short, there is nothing in the state of the 
market to justify the strike. 
It is simply an 
attem pt to force wages up by a combination 
iu our city, and in a particular branch of 
business.

G alveston (Texas), November 16th.—The 
Dallas south-bound passenger train jumped 
the track during the night just north of Choc­ 
taw, preeipitating the engine, baggage car 
and express car through a trestle, killing the 
fireman and severely injuring the engineer 
and baggage and express messengers. 
I t is 
rumored that convicta employed as laborers 
placed the track in each a condition as to 
cause the wreck. 
C hattano oga (Tenn.), November 16th.— 
Last sight the south-bound accommodation 
train on the Alabama and Great Southern 
Rtilroad struck a broken rail near Parker- 
ville, Ala. 
Three cars were thrown down an 
embankment, and several persons seriously 
injured. 


O ttaw a (IU.). November 16 h.—The pas­ 
senger train on the Fox river branch of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad, 
which leaves Chicago at 8:45 a. m., due in 
Streator at 12:30, when two miles from the 
latter place, was stopped by a car of coal 
standing on the main, track, being unloaded. 
A freight train which was following the pas- 
eenger was not flagged, and came down the 
grade aDd round the curve at full speed.

The wounded were taken to the 
hotel at Streator, and are being cared for. 
The Coroner of the connty is investigating 
the cause of the accident. 
K ansas Crrv (Mo.), November 16th.—The 
west-bound Rock Island train, due here at 
10 o’clock this morning, bore a party of ex­ 
cursionists from Sf. Paul and Minneapolis for 
southern California, occupying the two rear 
coaches.

N ew Y o r k, November 17th—A. m.—A fire 
is burning in the vicinity of the Central Rail­ 
way depot, Jersey City. 
The locality is iso­ 
lated, no boats running there from the New 
York side at this hour. 
It is reported that 
the building burning is the railroad freight 
house. 
The B rsozr statu e o f W ashington. 
N ew Y ork, November 16th.—J. Q A. 
W ard, the sculptor, said to-day that the 
bronze statue of Washington, to be placed on 
the steps of the Sub-treasury, was within a 
few days of completion. 
All the castings 
have been enccessfu1, and thete was no donbt 
that the statue would be ready to be placed 
in position before Evacuation D y. the (lay for 
its nnveiiing. 
Its weight is 3,500 pounds, 
and its hight 121 feet. 
The statue represents 
Washington just after he had lifted his hnnd 
from the Bible, which rests upon a column at 
his right hand, and with his hand «ntspread 
as over the Bacred book, pronouncing his “ I 
will,” etc. 
The costume is a faithful copy of 
that which he wore on the memorable day of 
taking the oath of office. 
His cloak rests 
lightly upon his left shoulder only, his left 
hand, resting upon the hilt of a dress sword, 
presses back the cloak and coat. 
The cloak 
sweeps around and partly covers the sacred 
book. 
In all otner reepeots the costume is 
simply that of a civic gentleman of the 
period.

REPORT OF STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Dr. F. W. Hatcb, of this city, permanent 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, in 
his report for the month of October, says : 
The table of mortality for the month of 
October includes twenty-four localities with 
an aggregate population of 158,000, and an 
annual death-rate of 16 03 per 1 000. 
If we 
take 6ve of the principal cities of the State 
(San Francisco excluded), each containing 
over 8,000 inhabitants—the lowest population 
being 9,000 and the highest 36,000—we find 
the death-rate in 105,000 iuhabitauts to have 
been 16.45. 
These cities vary in their death- 
rate for the month from 2112 peí 1,000 per 
annum to 9 32. The former is unusually 
high, being due to deaths occurring by acci­ 
dent and among elderly persons. 
Thus eight 
of the decedents were over 70 years of age, 
eleven over 60 years and twenty 50 years and 
over. 
Tbe minimum death-rate mentioned 
above is exceptionally low. 
Of special dis­ 
eases we find diphtheria, with srven deaths, 
reported from four localities. 
This disease 
has been reported as more or less prevalent 
at Sacramento, Oakland and Dixon, though 
in none of these places as an epidemic. 
One 
case is reported from Williams, in the case of 
an emigrant child passing through there. 
Scarlatina is responsible but for oue death in 
the localities heard from, tint is reported to 
have been epidemic at GraeB Valley, bat now 
subsiding, and Drevailing to some extent in 
Napa City, R icklin, Vallejo and Sacra­ 
mento. 
In the latter only a few cases have 
occurred, and those without fatality. "Sore 
throat ” is reported prevalent at Downieville. 
Typhoid and typho-malarial fevers are re­ 
ported—one or both—by " sickness ” cards 
from Santa Rcsa, Modesto. St. Helens, 
Healdsburg, Williams, Downieville and V al­ 
lejo, in addition to these localities from 
wnich deaths by these diseases are meutioned. 
Whooping-cough is shown by the “ sickness ” 
reports to be prevalent in Vallejo. 
Since the issuance of the last monthly cir­ 
cular another steamer from the lower coast 
has arrived at San Francisco with three cases 
of yellow fever. 
The vessel was placed in 
quarantine, and no additional cases have been 
reported. 
The disease bas materially sub­ 
sided in Mexico, though it is said to still pre­ 
vail in some towns there, and in Lower Cali­ 
fornia. 
Probably the danger of the disease 
reaching California has passed for the pres­ 
ent, but as its germs will doubtless maintain 
their vitality in the climate of Mexico during 
the winter, and renew their work of destruc­ 
tion in the early snmmer, it will be the part 
of prudence for the authorities to prepare for 
its ultimate appearance in this State, by di­ 
recting thorough and rigid sanitary measures, 
having reference not only to the general 
cleanliness of localities, but especially to 
drainage, sewerage, and the cleansing and 
disinfecting of foul cesspools and vaults. 
Should the disease reach this State sueb 
timely precautions may be the means of sav­ 
ing many lives, and, in any event, will add 
to the healthfulness of localities. It has been 
abundantly demonstrated that cleanliness and 
good hygienic conditions are the best protec­ 
tion against epidemic disease of every kind. 
The appointment of an active, working Board 
of H ealth in every town not already pro­ 
vided with Bach a Board wonld be one, and a 
most important, step towards securing a 
much needed sanitary reform.

TRAVELS IN GERMANY. 


BRIEF SKETCHES CONCERNING PLACES 
AMD OBJECTS OF 
INTEREST. 


Fortified Sities and Ancient Cathedrals— 
Strolls About H a n o v e r — Traveling 
In Government stages—Etc. 


[From E. K zazs for the Record-Unios ] 
Among the places of interest to travelers 
should be mentioned Koenigsberg, which Is 
a strongly fortified town and seaport on 
the northern confines of Germany. 
Deep- 
going vessels do not reach it, however, and 
"kave to stop at Pillau, a smaller town and 
fortress, a few miles from it. 
The first 
King of Prussia, Frederick L, was crowned 
there in 1701. 
It was the birthplace of 
Kant, the philosopher. Koenigsberg, with 
its 270 streets and alleys, has an old ap­ 
pearance. 
There are Borne remarkable 
buildings, however, Buch as the Royal 
Palace, the Court-house, the Cathedral, 
the Theater, the Observatory, the Lyceum 
and the University, which was founded in 
1544. 
Danzig and Stettin are two strong 
fortresses and seaports on the Baltic sea, 
and are of importance, as shipping and 
commercial places, to the northern part of 
Germany. 
Although populous cities, they 
do not offer much attraction to strangers. 
The next places of interest are 


BREMEN AND HAMBURG. 
Both are free cities and well known as im­ 
portant seaports, especially the latter. 
Bremen lies on both sides of the river 
Weser, distant about fifty miles from the 
N orth Sea. 
The real port for deep sea 
going vessels is BremerBkaven, a smaller 
place, at the mouth of the river. 
Bremen 
was formerly fortified, and the place where 
the fortifications stood has been trana 
formed into fine walks, which Burronnd the 
town. 
The streets are old and narrow, 
but kept very clean ; the houses are lofty 
and provided with huge gables, and, on 
the whole, the city has an inviting appear­ 
ance. 
Among the curiosities are the 
“ Bleikeller,” or lead cellar, under the 
cathedral, where the corpses do not decay, 
but dry up and are changed into mummies ; 
the “ Rathskeller,” a celebrated cellar 
underneath 
the Court-house, with its 
twelve apostles (huge wine barrels) con 
taining the oldest and most precious of 
Rhine wine, of which one kind dates from 
the year 1624, and whose drops are Baid to 
be worth eo many dollars ; and the Church 
of our Lady, which has a tower 324 feet 
high. 
Hamburg is 


THE COMMERCIAL M J^ tO POLIS 
Of Germany, and after Liverpool, the most 
im portant seaport in Europe. 
Like all 
great seaports, it has a cosmopolitan look, 
with regard to life, manner and customs. 
I t is divided into the old and the new city. 
The former was nearly destroyed by a great 
fire in the year 1842, which swept over the 
principal public edifices, including several 
fine churches. The old part of the city has 
a Dutch appearance, with its high-gabled 
and strangely-decorated houses, dark and 
crooked streets ; while the new portion has 
almost an Italian look, and is filled with 
fine, glittering and flat-roofed buildings, 
resembling those of a southern clime. 
There are beautiful churches in Hamburg. 
One of them, the St. Michael, has a tower 
460 feet high. 
Large and splendid hotels 
accommodate the numerous strangers. Be­ 
sides the theaters, there are 


INNUMERABLE PLEASURE RESORTS 
Such as concert halls, ball rooms, etc. 
Many of the latter are of a low order, and 
have procured an unenviable reputation 
for the city. 
Until late years the licenti­ 
ousness of Hamburg has, perhaps, never 
been equaled by any city in the world. 
Strict regulations are now enforced to 
check immorality. 
Hamburg and Bremen 
are the places of departure for the great 
tide of German emigrants. 
Turning south­ 
ward we reach another place of interest to 
■trangers, v iz: Hanover, capital of that 
ex-kingdom, now a Prussian province. 
W hen Prussia and Austria were contend­ 
ing for the supremacy in Germany, not 
many years ago, Hanover, with other 
German States, tock sides with Austria, 
but unlike Bavaria and other States, it did 
not draw back in time from the contest, 
and fought to the bitter end. 
For this it 
lost its nationality and was incorporated in 
the realm of the victor. 
The success of 
Prussia in the late Franco-German war, 
and its subsequent prestige, has partly 
reconciled the Hanoverians to their pres­ 
ent condition ; but there is 


STILL A HOSTILE FEELING 
Towards that power noticeable among a 
large number of the inhabitants. 
In all 
questions of a national character, however, 
the patriotic feeling of the majority of 
Germans in all partB of the Empire may be 
expressed in these words : 
Before being 
Prussians, Bavarians, Saxons, Hanoveri- 
anB, Wurtembergians, etc., we are Ger­ 
mans ; and this is but a just and natural 
feeling. 
Yet there is nothing like success 
in this world. 
Had Germany been beaten 
in that last war, Prussia would have been 
detested and execrated by all Germany. 
As long as it was a capital and royal abode, 
Hanover presented a gay and brilliant ap­ 
pearance ; 
but since the downfall of the 
monarchy it has fallen into the dull every­ 
day routine of a provincial town. 
Near 
the railroad depot is 


THE SEMI CIRCULAR WATERLOO PLACE, 
Lined with fine hotels. 
Here stands a 
monument erected in honor of Leibnitz, 
the celebrated philosopher, and also one in 
remembrance of the battle of Waterloo. 
The latter is 157 feet high. 
It can be 
ascended by means of a staircase. Besides 
the ex-royal palace and a few others in 
town, the ex-royal summer palaces of Her- 
reuhausen and Montbrillant, in the vicinity 
of 
Hanover, 
are worth seeing. 
The 
Opera-house is celebrated as one of the 
finest in Germany. 
The yearly subsidy it 
enjoyed duriDg the defunct King’s reign, 
and which is partly continued by the Em- 
iieror of Germany, was 100,000 thalers. 
W ith such means the bcBt operatic forces 
were engaged. 
We remember having seen 
the deceased blind King at the opera, en­ 
joying the music to his heart’s content and 
applauding vigorously, although we noticed 
once that the poor man had turned in the 
wrong direction while applauding. 


THE HISTORY OF THIS BLIND KING 
Is a sad one. 
One curious feature in his 
life was that he had to preside over all the 
court ceremonies, and follow the etiquette 
becomiog his high station, as though he 
had his full eyesight. 
This was carried so 
far that on certain occasions his Majesty 
held grand reviews of his soldiers ou horse­ 
back. 
This was done probably to satisfy 
the curiosity of his subjects, and to make 
them forget that he was blind. 
How his 
horse was managed for him we do not pre­ 
tend to know ; bnt this is a historical fact. 
Adjoining Hanover on the west is the 
small but populous province of Westphalia, 
once forming for a shoit time the kingdom 
of Jerome Bonaparte (Napoleon’s brother), 
surnamed “ Immer Lustig,” for his merry 
disposition. 
W estphalia is neither a line 
country nor particularly interesting, ex­ 
cept from a commercial and industrial 
standpoint. 
Its industry is indeed very 
great. 
Factories, machine shops, smelting 
works, etc., abound. 
Its linen goods are 
quite celebrated. 


IT IB ALSO RICH IN MINERALS, 
And agriculture and stock-raising are well 
developed. 
The hams of Westphalia enjoy 
a world-wide reputation. They are smaller 
and thinner than those of America, but 
their particularly fine flavor aad taste 
make them superior to any others. 
Muu- 
•ter, the capital of Westphalia, is not a 


large city, but it is well b u ilt 
On the 
principal square the houses are provided 
with arcades, and as they are solidly built 
with massive front pillars, they present a 
somewhat Spanish appearance. 
Munster 
has a university, an academy of painting, 
and a number of public institutions. 
The 
manners of the inhabitants of Westphalia, 
especially in the ceuntry, are generally 
bluff and little refined, and their dialect is 
a fair specimen of Liw German, differing 
little from that spoken in other parts of 
northwestern Germany. 
Politeness is a 
scarce article with them, so much so that 
the sight of it astonishes these good people. 
Before leaving Prussia we shall say a few 
words about 


TRAVELING IN THE “ POSTWAGEN,” 
Or stage, which is a peculiar feature in 
that country. 
In no country in the world 
has stage traveling reached that perfection 
of regularity and comfort to the passen­ 
gers as in what is called in Germany the 
“ Post.” Railroads have somewhkt super­ 
seded this institution, but in many parts of 
Germany the “ P ost” still carries the 
travelers and mails. 
In Pruseia it is a 
Government institution, kept under the 
strictest rules as to punctuality. 
The 
postwagen is a peculiarly shaped and 
painted coach, with numbered seats, ele­ 
gantly and luxuriously furnished with vel­ 
vet or leather cushions, silk curtains, racks 
and side-pockets to stow away things, and 
bands to be used as supporters for the 
arms or hands. 


THE POSTILION, OR DRIVER, 
Wears a uniform consisting of a high, blaok, 
polished-leather hat with a cockade, a 
swallow-tailed blue coat with red collar, 
wide wristbands of the same color, and a 
white, brass-buttoned vest and pants. Be­ 
sides the postilion, there is also a conduct­ 
or, wearing a uniform. 
Each passenger 
has to keep his numbered seat, and when 
these are occupied no money or influence 
will favor tardy passengers to a seat, un­ 
less It has been retained in time before 
starting. 
In this case another coach is 
sent off, even if there is but one passenger. 
The time of arrival and departure at the 
stations is kept with great accuracy, 
and any irregularities are visited with a fine 
upon the conductor or postilion. About every 
ten miles "Poststationen,” or stations, with 
a postoffice and sitting-room, are kept. 
Hotels are generally connected with tnem. 
The public roads are kept in the best order, 
being equal to the finest drives in this coun­ 
try, and the jolting in those carriages are 
hardly any greater than in a railroad car. 
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ART, 
MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


The W hite House now contains portraits 
of all the Presidents of the United States 
except Mr. Buchanan. 
Lndwig Richter, the man who draws 
German scenes, German peasants and pict­ 
ures for fairy stories as nobody else can, is 
80 years old. 
The marble buBt of Longfellow for the 
Poet’s Corner in W estminster Abbey is in 
the hands of Mr. Brock, associate of the 
Royal Academy. 
If the Birmingham Post is to be be­ 
lieved, Gounod is at work on another ora­ 
torio, “ Mors et V ita,” which he thinks 
will surpass “ The Redemption.” 
ronchielli’s “ La Gioconda,” the novelty 
promised by Mr. Abbey, will be put in 
study at once at the Imperial Opera in 
Vienna. 
Madame Lucca is to take the 
title character. 
The Humane Society of London is about 
to make a new medal to be conferred on 
persons who have Baved human lives, tak­ 
ing the scene of Mr. Millais’ “ The Res­ 
cue ” for the die. 
The picture which Munkacsy has en­ 
deavored to make hiB greatest werk— 
“ Christ Before P ilate”—is on exhibition 
at Manchester, England, and is said to be 
a popular success. 
Johannes Brahms, during a stay in Wies­ 
baden recently, completed a third sym­ 
phony which will be heard at the Philhar­ 
monic concerts in Berlin under the direc­ 
tion of the composer. 
The new Deutsche Theater Company 
opened recently in Berlin, and all the per­ 
formers have resolved that they will not al­ 
low any recall except on benefit nights and 
in the production of new plays. 
The monument to the benevolent New 
York merchant, “ Captain ” Randall, who 
founded the Sailors’ Snug Harbor at New 
Brighton, Staten Island, is to be unveiled 
the present month. It is by Augustus Saint 
Gaudens. 
A monument to Garibaldi at Palermo is to 
be bronze, equestrian, twice the size of life 
and representing him as during some crisis 
of his career. 
The statue and pedestal 
will cost 150,000 liras. 
Designs in compe­ 
tition from Italian artists are to be sent in 
before May 15, 1884, 
Hofcapellmeister Ilelmesberger, in Va- 
enna, recently gave performance to a 
hitherto unknown mass of Mozart’s in C 
minor. 
The work was written in 1871, 
when Mozart was 15 years old, and is de­ 
scribed as containing interesting features ; 
among others the use of four trumpets and 
three trombones. 
The 100 paintings by great modern mas­ 
ters lately shown at Paris are to be repro­ 
duced in engravings, which will appear ia 
twelve parts. 
Corot and Millet fill the 
first two parts, Jules Dupre, Rousseau, 
Delacroix, Mussonier, and others follow. 
A parchment edition at $200 will be pub­ 
lished to subscribers. 
Wagner’s " Tristan und Isolde ” was per­ 
formed for the first time in Vienna re­ 
cently. 
Herr Winkelmann 
and 
Frau 
Materna filled the title roles, and Hanus 
Richter was the conductor. 
The fact that 
the opera was shortened by several bold 
incisions caused loud complaints from the 
devotees of the dead composer. 
A work containing Petrarch’s songs, 
printed in Venice about the end of the tif- 
teenttt century, and of which a single copy 
does not exist in this country, was sold in 
London not long ago for not less than 
$9 750, the highest price paid for a single 
volume within the last decade. 
Of course, 
it Mas the scarcity of the book and not its 
intrinsic merit which gave it its value. 
The Hollanders have been very appreci­ 
ative of French art, for the exhibition at 
Amsterdam awarded to French exhibitors 
no less than 159 diplomas of honor and 135 
honorable mentions, together with gold 
medals to the number of 350; silver medals, 
322, and bronze, 239. 
The British took 51 
gold, 70 silver and 54 bronza medals, 19 
diplomas of honor and 25 honorable men­ 
tions. 
The Handel and Haydn Society in Bos­ 
ton opened its season this year with a 
Luther memorial concert on November 
11th, at which Bach's cantata, “ A Strong­ 
hold Sure,” and Mendelssohn’s “ Hymn of 
Praise,” were sung. 
On Christmas Day 
the Society will perform “ The Messiah,” 
on Good Friday Bach’s “ St. Matthew 
Passion Music,” and on Easter Sunday 
MendeUaohn's “ St. Paul.” 
Dr. Hanslick’a famous little book on 
musical 
esthetics, “ Vom 
Musikaliach- 
Schonen,” which, for some inexplicable 
reason, is, we believe, still awaiting a 
translation into English, has been issued in 
Italian by Ricordi, in Milan. Luigi Torchi, 
of Bologna, is the translator, and the title 
of the book is “ Del Bello nella Música.” 
The German original has run through six 
editions, and has been 
rendered into 
French, Spanish, Dutch and Italian. 
A professional alliance has been formed 
between Miss Ilose Eytinge and Miss Lil­ 
lian Cieves, who will make a tour of the 
United States, acting in “ The Princess ef 
Paris.” 
Miss Eytinge and Mies Cieves, 
says the New York Tribune, are handsome 
women and well matched in many ways. 
The company comprises A. II. Hastings, 
Frank Budworth, A. H. Simpson, Jonn 
Marshall, H. E. Johnson, H. Kingsley, 
Miss Alice Newton and La Petite Newton. 
The managers of this troupe are Cyril 
Searle and Clark S. Sammis.

TO ADS TONES. 


An ointment of toad’s fat was supposed 
to give immense mnscnlar strength if ap­ 
plied to the body at the moment of con­ 
junction of certain favorable planets. 
A 
cubic inch of dried toad worn round the 
neck on a string was an infallible antidote 
against many diseases of the body and 
mind ; and a powdered toad, swallowed in 
spoonfuls, formed a love philter irresistible 
by the most obdurate swain, perhaps be­ 
cause the nature of the medicine was such 
as to oompel him to throw up his previous 
engagements.

Nature is more niggardly of diamonds than 
she used to be, and the supply of precious 
Btones for the toads’ heads has therefore 
run short. 
In Sir Thomas Biowne’s days 
they were abundant enough, being “ often 
to be met with in toads, at least by the 
induration of their cranies,” and, though 
fewer in number than the “ toadstones” 
found in the earth, were valuable enough, 
“ and in substance not unlike the stones in 
in crabs’ heads. ” As far as at this distance 
of time we can recollect the results of 
childhood’s scientific investigations for the 
pearl of great price in a toad’s “ crany” 
produced a decided opinion that a toad’s 
head was partly full of water aud partly 
empty. 
Doubtless the vinegar aspect of 
that toad—for his malevolent expression 
haunts ns still—dissolved its pearl. 
Or it 
may be that the race has suffered from 
hereditary water on the brain to snch an 
extent that not only is there no stone in 
the cerebellum, but not even any cerebel­ 
lum—nothing but water. 
One inquiring 
naturalist has stated that this water hasau 
acid taste. 
It is to be hoped that he be­ 
came aware of that valuable fact by acci­ 
dent.—[Longman’s Magazine.

The Indians and negroes of warm coun­ 
tries carry heavy loads. 
They acquire

Not only do they 
bear them upon their backs, but even 
upon their heads. 
I have had my trunks 
carried upon the beads of negroes, in the 
mountains of the West Indies, for many 
miles. 
As they practice this mode from 
the time they can walk, they balance al­ 
most any object upon their head without 
holding it with the hands. 
Always, in 
going to market, they place their produce 
in a basket, or tray, on the tops of their 
heads, and walk gay iy along swinging their 
arms free. 
Even a small thing, like an 
apple or an orange, they carry in this way, 
they have got so in the habit of it. 
This 
practice has given them strong necks and 
broad, straight shoulders. 
The Indians, though they can aleo carry 
great loads on their heads, yet prefer, as a 
rule, to carry them on their backs. 
In 
Mexico they take the load upon the shoul­ 
ders and keep it in place with a broad 
cotton or leather band around the forehead. 
They will trot many a mile in thÍB way, 
and never complain of being tired. 
I say 
they will tr o t; and so they do, for their 
gait is mnch faster than a walk. 
South of the United States is a country 
called Yncatan. 
It pushes itself in the 
Gulf of Mexico, and lies near to Cuba. 
Here it was that I saw the men and women 
used 83 beasts of burden, 
Going along the 
country roads at night, I have met hun­ 
dreds of them coming in to market. 
Some 
of them had walked forty miles. By leav­ 
ing their homes at sunset, they would 
reach the market-place in the city next 
day. 
They walked in the night, because 
the scorchiDg sun by day was worse than a 
load. 
Not only men and women, but chil­ 
dren, boys and girls, carry burdens. Some, 
not more then 10 years old, would have 
their share to carry. 
As little grain is raised there, and only 
corn for food, grass and hay for the cities 
must be brought from a great distance. 
The laborers who brought it looked, a little 
way off, like walking haystacks. 
You 
could see only the feet of some of them, 
the grass covered them so. 
Even the chil­ 
dren brought great bundles. 
From under 
some of them sweet girl-faces would look 
out at me ; from others, the faces of little 
boys, todrtling along under as much as 
they could hear. 
Some had no clothing 
on above the waist ; some wore simple cot­ 
ton garments, and carried their hats, if 
they had any, in their hands. 
None of 
them had stockings, though some wore 
leather sandals, tied on with rope. 
Of course, with so much work to do, 
these boys and girls cannot have much 
time for school. 
They learn very little, 
hut most of them can count, and many 
can read. 
The best thing about them is, 
that they are honest, and always clean. 
Their shirts and frocks are coarse, but 
white, and their manners are perfect. 
They seem to show by their behavior that 
they come from a great people. 
In truth, 
learned men tell us that the people of 
Yucatan were at one time the wisest in 
America. 
They built templee and palaces 
that now cover many acres with their 
ruins. 
No one knows when they were 
built, but they are great and grand.—[Our 
Little Ones. 


T eleg rap h in g C hinese.—Owing to the 
peculiarity of the Cniuese characters, each 
of which represents a word, not a letter, 
as in our Western tongue, the Danish Tel­ 
egraph Company (the Great Northern) 
working the new Chinese lines, have, fin - 
i/inferi/:;/ says, adopted the following de­ 
vice : Tnere are from five to six thousand 
characters or words in ordinary Chinese 
language, and the company has provided a 
wooden block or type for each of these. 
On one end of the block the character is 
cut or stamped out, and on the other end 
is a number representing the character. 
The clerk receives a message in numbers 
and takes the block of each number trans­ 
mitted and stamps with the opposite end 
the proper Chinese character on the mes 
sage-form. 
Thus a Chinese message sent 
in figures is translated into Chinese char­ 
acters again and sent to its destination. 
The sending clerk, of course, requires to 
know the numerical equivalent of the 
characters or have them found for him.—

Divorce reform is again attracting atten­ 
tion. 
Certainly such records as Chicago 
makes is sufficient to give it a new impetus. 
In one day, a fortnight ago, there were 
granted in the Courts of th at city no less 
th an sixty-six bills of divorcement. 
I t is significant th at the dangerous age 
for divorces seems to be for men, 45, and 
for women, 35. 
A lady correspondent of 
an Eastern journal suggests th a t love’s 
young romance has had the edge taken off 
by th at time, and hence the desire to be 
rid of bonds th at begin to gall. 
Assuming 
this to be true, it proves th a t there are too 
m any people who were not mated properly 
in the outset, 
If m arriage is sanctified by 
true affection, it will w ear the better as 
tim e weaves her web. 
An American Consul in Germ any has 
been making a curious study, the result of 
which is, th at of thirty-one marriages be­ 
tween American girls and titled Germans, 
all but one resulted either in abandonm ent 
by consent, desertion, or divorce. 
Prob­ 
ably the world will not waste much sym ­ 
pathy for this class of females. 
Their m is­ 
fortune cannot be laid a t the door of onr 
m arriage system, at least, bad as it is. 
If 
they choose to barter happiness for the 
hollowness of a cheap title th at ill becomes 
them , society will not wear out its soul 
over their folly. 
The Inter-Ocean has discovered a student 
of social life who has evolved th at divorce 
is very m uch worse for men than women. 
The grass widow seldom fails to secure 
another husband, while the divorced man 
is looked upon by marriageable women 
w ith suspicion, however innocent he may 
be. 
The New Y ork Trilmne has joined the 
grand army of evangelists who propose to 
work the conversion of the country on the 
divorce question. 
I t begins its crnsade 
w ith a double column sensational article 
th a t is startling enough in its character for 
all purposes. 
In brief, it proves th at di­ 
vorces are abnormally on the increase in 
New York city. 
In the five years last past 
the C ourts have granted as many divorces 
as in th e preceding eight years. 
In 1880 
the num ber was 21S, in 1882 it advanced to 
and to Septem ber 1, 1883, it had 
reached 215. Taking into account the cases 
pending, and the conclusion is th at for the 
current year the figure will reach fully 400. 
One of the reasons for the iucreaee is the 
recent decision of the Court of Appeals, 
which practically removes all restraint 
upon the subsequent m arriage of persons 
against whom decrees of divorce have been 
granted for 
their 
acts of 
infidelity. 
W hereas, prior to 1S81 it was difficult to 
procure a divorce in New York State, it is 
now a m atter of ease. 
I t had been held 
th a t a divorce for scriptural cause would 
be a bar to remarriage of the guilty party 
anywhere. 
I t is now decided th at so soon 
as “ A. B .” is divorced, he may step over 
into New Jersey and rem arry, and the 
laws of New Voik m ust recognize the mar­ 
riage on the ground th a t New York cannot 
extend its 
laws 
to have 
extra terri­ 
torial force. 
The obvious result is more 
frequent infidelity since its penalty is really 


removed. 
A nother fruitful cause of divorce in 
many States is the secrecy of the trial, 
under the idea th a t to m ake public domes­ 
tic scandals is injurious to the morals of 
the community and shocks the sensibili­ 
ties. 
So 
far 
as th a t 
is 
concerned, 
the 
Courts 
are 
decidedly 
in 
error. 
The 
trials 
should 
be 
publicly h e ld ; 
th ey will contam inate only those who 
choose to be corrupted by attending upon 
them , while the press will take care of its 
ife of the m atter w ithout the guardian- 
'ti- oí the Courts, 
The fact of secrecy 


being the rule unquestionably fosters vio­ 
lation of the marital vow and encourages 
collusion in securing decrees. 
U nquestionably the lack of uniform ity 
in the laws of the several States has very 
much to do w ith the ease w ith which di­ 
vorce is accomplished. 
I t is possible for 
the parties to be divorced w ithout the 
knowledge of one of them , and it has 
been shown th at it is even w ithin the possi­ 
bilities for neither to know anything abont 
it until the decree íb granted, and not then 
unless some one takes the trouble to in­ 
form the husband and wife th at their rela­ 
tion is illicit, and th at they m ust remarry. 
The absurdity of some of the laws is al­ 
most amusing. 
For instance, in N orth 
Carolina a wile m ust prove th a t her hus­ 
band has been “ living in adultery ” before 
she has a remedy. 
So the occasional of­ 
fense is no offense th a t constitutes a canse. 
In Florida the habitual exercise of a vio­ 
lent and ungovernable tem per is sufficient 
“ cause.” 
In N orth Carolina, as in Penn­ 
sylvania, desertion is no cause for divorce, 
but in many States it is ground for a par­ 
tial divorce. 
In Missouri a wife may have 
a divoree if her husband becomes a va­ 
grant ; in most States he m ust become a 
felon before crim inal conviction is made 
“ good cause.” 
In some States the m ar­ 
riage of divorced persons is forbidden, and 
in others it is perm itted. 
Thus it is possi­ 
ble for a man to have two lawful wives 
living at the same time, and laws of equal 
force compel him to recognize each when 
he íb w ithin the proper jurisdiction. 
Chief Justice Davia, of New Y ork, says 
Congress has no power to touch the ques­ 
tion of uniform ity of divorce laws. 
T hat 
he is right is w ithout dispute, yet there 
are sensible people who are demanding an 
immediate national marriage and divorce 
law. These can be secured only by amend­ 
m ent of the C onstitution, enlarging the 
powers of Congress. 
I t íb probable th at 
the whole people would gladly acquiesce in 
the extension of power in this regard, ex­ 
cept for the fear th a t every step in th at 
direction makes the next more easy, and 
th a t thus there will grow up a disposition 
to surrender vital rights of States w ith less 
and less of reluctance. 
B ut to theB tudent 
of broad national views this argum ent ap­ 
pears to be shallow. 
If it is the right 
thing to do to propose and adopt the 
am endm ent, and the people confess its 
necessity, mere fear th at States' rights 
may be broken down should not prevent 
th e accomplishment of th at right thing. 
Judge Davis pronounces in strong term s 
for the amendm ent. 
He declares th at to 
give Congrets power to make uniform laws 
on the subject will be one of the most pro­ 
nounced reforms of the age. 
The Bar Association of New York is 
about to take some action to check the 
disreputable practices of the notorious 
divorce lawyers of th at city, whose frauds 
all the Courts adm it, but which they are 
powerless to correct or prevent. 
This íb a 
movement in the right direction, but it is 
of course no specific for the evil of easy 
divorce. 
Leonard W oolsey Bacon has a valuable 
article on this question in the current num ­ 
ber of the “ Princeton Review ,” which 
adds much to the literature of the subject. 
He declares th at the reform has reached 
th a t stage where its chief danger is from 
its friends, by which he means to convey 
the idea th at the reform is liable to take 
harm from the advancem ent of exorbitant 
(lemands and untenable doctrines. 
Very 
few are now so bold as to defend our pres­ 
ent system of confficting divorce laws, hut 
the reform receives injury from th at large 
class th at has nothing to say, or at leaBt 
only faint expressions of sym pathy to ex­ 
tend. 
Mr. Bacon is right in this view. 
The corrections needed will not bo applied 
so long as there is apathy on the question 
among any considerable body of citizens. 
Dead weights to progress are more disas­ 
trous than open enemies. W hat Mr. Bacon 
would have done is : First, to enforce more 
rigidly even the bad laws as they now 
stand ;, prevent the Ecandalous m alprac­ 
tices of the divorce detectives and lawyers ; 
make all divorce procedure open, public, 
deliberate, slow—not secret, cheap and 
speedy ; make society an interested party ; 
let the State take cognizance of all actions, 
as having an interest in the outcome, in its 
relation of guardian of society in m aintain­ 
ing the sanctity of marriage ; 
provision 
m ust be made th at crimes disclosed as 
causes for divorce shall be punished, and 
th at the C ourt shall bind over all offenders 
developing before i t ; punish the conspir­ 
ing together of parties to procure divorces 
as a felony ; restore the twofold form of 
divoree everywhere, “ a mensa et toro," 
and “ a vinculo matrim onii," and lastly, the 
concluding of an agreement among the 
States as to the comity th at should exist 
between them as to divorce laws, w ith a 
view to the uniform ity being secured, th at 
is on all sides adm itted to be so desirable. 
To resort to a national law this essayist 
deems most dangerous, as to arrive at that 
point we shall break down the most vital 
principle of our form of government, the 
system of national government by confed­ 
eration of sovereign States. 
“ Once let 
the law of the family be taken away from 
the jurisdiction of the States, and absorbed 
by Congress, and how much of the sov­ 
ereignty of the S tates will remain ?” he 
asks ; “ how much is likely to remain after 
the establishm ent of such a monstrous 
precedent ?” 
W e confess th at we do not share these 
fears, nor believe th at the stability of the 
Union will be shaken, or the principles of 
free governm ent—governm ent by the peo­ 
ple, of the people—be invaded by the pro­ 
posed federal extension. 
If the remedy 
for a gigantic evil is to be found only in 
the direction of constitutional amendment, 
it will be worse than folly to refuse to em­ 
brace it, for tbe tim id reason th at sooner 
or later some other demand will be made 
for the surrender of a State right. 
So tar 
as th at is concerned, the States are not to 
be held to criticism for their deliberate act 
when they do surrender a right to gain a 
greater meed of prosperity and happiness. 
They are the judges in the m atter, and if 
they shall apply the remedy asked for who 
shall say th at they have erred ? 


DIFFERENT REM EDIES FOR THE

The “ Mormon question ” is just now be­ 
ing more generally debated than any other 
domestic m atter. 
One may think th at at 
last the tim e has arrived when it is to be 
settled. 
It certainly will be if " talk ” can 
effect it. I t will prove interesting to glance 
briefly at some 
of 
the 
representative 


" p la n s,” remedies and schemes proposed 
to cure the evil and blot out the “ twin 


relio of barbarism.” 
They are exceed­ 
ingly numerous, and some of them have 
the merit of wit. 
W e ehall refer to bat a 
few, for their nnmber ie legion. 
Dr. Talmage, the Brooklyn acrobatic 
preacher, proposes to boot and spur G en­ 
eral Sheridan and send him o at at the head 
of cavalry to exterm inate Mormoniam root 
and branch. 
The New York Post believes th at the 
pressure of public sentim ent as civilization 
advances nearer and nearer to Salt Lake 
will have more effect in eradicating polyg­ 
amy than national laws can hope to have. 
I t is a slow b at sure process. 
The Chicago Times holds th at the only 
feasible plan is to send to U tah mission­ 
aries of free thought, to convert the M or­ 
mons to any thing th at is found possible. 
I t is to be noted th at tbe Deseret News, the 
Mormon organ, approves this plan. Ite u t­ 
terance is evidently born of its conviction 
th at the scheme is a silly one, doing no 
credit to the acumen of the Times. 
The 
News says : "F o rce w ill fail. I t has failed 
in the past ; it is certain to fail in the fu­ 
ture. 
The most intense religious convic­ 
tion and the zeal th at is born of it move 
the ‘ Mormon 1 people to action. 
Yon can­ 
not destroy convictions by legislation ; you 
cannot dispel them by Commissions ; yon 
cannot bind them in prisons ; yon cannot 
kill them w ith the rifle or the sword. 
If 
they are wrong you may scatter them by 
reason, or drive them away by Scripture 
and good sense. 
Try it.” 
The Commissioners declare th at the only 
remedy is to deprive polygamists of the 
right to vote and hold office. 
T hat is all 
there ib in their report, which adm its th at 
as yet the Commission scheme has not 
shown positive results. 
Professor Von H olst in his lecture before 
the Johns Hopkins U niversity declared 
th at as the Mormon comm unity is inclosed 
more densely by a 
population hating 
polygamy and its fruits, the demand for 
armed interference by th e Governm ent will 
grow more imperative. 
The Governor of U tah is convinced th at 
armed forces will be needed to enforce civil 
process, and th at blood shed to blot out 
polygamy will not be spilled in vain. 
Rev. Dr. Newman, in his recent consid­ 
eration of the m atter, comes to the conclu­ 
sion th at U tah m ust be placed under the 
direct control of Congress, as is tbe Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. 
He believes th at the 
next bloody battle will be feught in the 
Mormon territory. H e would crush polyg­ 
amy before it becomes too strong. 
The New York Times declares th a t if 
nothing else b ut the sword will give 
polygamy a m ortal blow, then the sword 
m ust do its work. 
Dora Daramore, a lady w riter of some 
note, after a prolonged visit to Utah, comes 
to the conclusion, seriously, th at the beet 
way to cut off the locks of the modern 
Sampson 
is 
to send to U tah a host 
of 
intelligent, upright and 
courageous 


youDg men to m arry the Mormon girls. 
In all soberness, sbe advocates the scheme 
and says th a t these girls are handsome, 
Btrong, trained to housewifely duties, and 
will make excellent w iv es; and, besides, 
th e m ajority of them prefer to m arry Gen­ 
tiles and be monogamists. 
The New Y ork 
Trihune holds th at 
neither government by commission nor any 
other 
form of 
government will prove 
effective for the destruction of polygamy so 
long as the Mormon Church is perm itted 
to hold a monopoly of the land. 
I t de­ 
clares th at people who system etically re­ 
sist and defy the laws are public enemies. 
As public enemies, they ought to have no 
shelter from the laws, and no defense in 
the possession of * franchises, properties or 
powerB which they use in resisting law. 
In reality, an insurrection has existed in 
U tah since the 
Mormon 
Church first 
planted itself there. 
It is a mere farce to 
perm it the Mormons to profess their readi­ 
ness to subm it to law. I t would, therefore, 
strike the blow by depriving the Mormon 
C hurch of property rights in the T erri­ 
tory, and enforce the laws of the country 
w ith rigor, which it is entirely possible 
to do. 
W e m ight go to a very much greater ex­ 
ten t in quoting opinions. 
Sufficient have 
been given to show how varied is the 
thought of the country. But all are agreed 
th at the evil of polygamy m ust no longer 
find shelter under the apathy of the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
I t appearc to us that no armed 
conflict is imminent. 
N either the sword 
nor the missionary are necessary. 
It is a 
question to be dealt w ith by the laws of the 
land. 
The power resides in Congress to 
enact lawB equal to the occasion, and the 
Governm ent of the U nited States cannot 
afford to confess its inability to enforce 
them . 
The Commissioners believe the E d ­ 
munds Act, if adhered to, will decrease 
polygamous marriages and finally work 
their extinction, and th at the power of the 
Church, so far as it is arrayed againstjtbe 
law, will be broken, because it m ust retain 
a hold upon enough monogamist Mormons 
to control the Territorial Governm ent. B ut 
supplemental legislation is needed. 
This 
is delayed only because of the selfish aims 
and ambitions of politicians in Congress. 
If the question can be wholly disentangled 
from political influences, it will be very 
easy to enact laws regulating marriage cere­ 
monies, punishing polygamy, and provid­ 
ing for the unfortunate womon whuse pres­ 
ent relations are such th at a violent rupture 
of the polygamous relations in U tah m ust 
entail upon them great misery and suffer­ 
ing. 
W e believe the laws against bigamy 
can be enforced in U tah w ithout entailing 
a “ w ar,” if the national authorities onee 
enter upon the task w ith sincerity, and dis­ 
encumbered 
from 
political 
influences. 
Thus far the Mormon leaders have been 
more potent in Congress than the people. 
The presence of soldiers may be needed to 
give the officers of the law the protection 
of their presence, but beyond this we do 
not believe their aid will be needed. 
The 
moral sense of the country m ust prevail 
against the U tah abomination, and before 
anything like bloodshed is even thought of 
we mu9t by trial establish th at all legisla­ 
tion and all civil processes are unequal to 
the task allotted. 


A 
RASCALLY 
NATION. 


The nation should be as honest as good 
citizenship demands the citizen should be. 
But it is not. 
W e are to be congratulated 
th at we have a Cabinet officer who has the 
courage to tell us so to our faces. 
Secre­ 
tary Teller “ makes no bones" of declaring 
th at the U nited States of America is a 
shameless rascal, a cheat and a fraud, so 
far as its treatm ent of the Indian is con­ 
cerned. 
This is strictly true. 
This jour­ 
nal for years has repeated these charges. 


Bnt, then, a nation is an impersonality 
which is not easily reached by rebuke. 
If 
the citizens would once awake to a realiza­ 
tion of the fact th a t each voter is a compo­ 
nent part of the nation, and to the extent 
of his individuality responsible for its 
business and moral conduct, we m ight 
have a different state of affairs. 
Snch a 
condition is millennial, and scarcely to be 
hoped for in this age. 
B at we may do as 
the Secretary has done—tell the tru th 
boldly enough and often enongh to work 
through shame th a t whioh should be done 
through convictions of right. 
W e have in onr territory certain tribes 
of men called Indians. 
W e treat w ith 
them as foreign 
powers. 
W e 
refuse 
them 
citizenship 
and 
the 
rights 
of 
citizens, 
preferring 
to 
consider 
them 
as 
quasi 
wards 
of 
the 
Government. 
By treaty and the settled policy of the 
oonntry these men are looked apon as pos­ 
sessed of certain tribal rights. 
For their 
relinquishm ent we bargain and promise to 
do definite things. 
But these foreign pow­ 
ers are poor, weak, and unable to enforce 
respect for the compacts. 
W e therefore 
secure their observance of the bargains, but 
coolly ignore our own obligations. 
The 
men being constituted as are other men, 
but not advantaged as are others, grow 
weary of waiting for us to keep our word. 
They entreat, they implore, they threaten, 
and at last resort to desperate means—the 
only m ethods known to them —they assail 
our borders, and slay onr women and chil­ 
dren, and burn onr houses. 
W e send out 
soldiers to fight tbem , and after paying out 
twice the sum it would have cojt us to 
have kept our word, we coDquer them. 
Then we treat w ith them again, and they 
being the conquered we make harder term s 
than before. Again we violate them , again 
the rsd man’s confidence la the promises of 
the palefaces is shaken, again he assaults 
us in war, and again he is conquered, and 
a new treaty, still harder in term s, exact­ 
ed. 
T hii provides th a t he shall receive of 
onr bounty certain goodB. 
To the delivery 
of 
these we appoint white men, who 
absorb the property, rob the weaker party 
to the compact, and when th at weaker one 
rebels, the honest agents we have engaged 
call for protection, and all the land rises 
up against the “ red devils ” and demand 
their “ exterm ination,” and so again the 
soldiers go out to shoot down the protest­ 
ants against our infamy. 
So the thing goes on from year to year. 
This is in no respect fanciful. 
If the In ­ 
dian has been treachcrons, we have been 
mean, dishonest and niggards. 
If the In ­ 
dian has been cruel and bloodthirsty, we 
have lied to him, cheated him, robbed 
him, and shown such a contem ptible disre­ 
gard for honesty th a t he would be less 
than hum an if he did not deem it a duty 
to rid the world of such monsters. 
The 
most of the “ devil ” in the Indian we 
have im planted ; the moBt of the cruelty 
and treachery we have engendered. 
It is 
certain th a t in the evolution of the supe­ 
rior races the redskin m ust give placo to 
his paler brother ; he m ust go down before 
the m arch of progress ; it is given th at he 
shall not survive our civilization. 
But 
there is no need th st in the working out of 
this great scheme of nature, we prove na­ 
tu re ’s m istake by such a contem ptible 
treatm ent of our inferior any longer, as has 
characterized our conduct in the past. 
I t 
is possible to reform this wbole business at 
once, and w ithout difficulty. 
W e have 
but to adopt the policy of General Crook, 
keep our word w ith the Indian, inspire 
him w ith confidence in our promises, com­ 
mand -his fear for our anger, and awaken 
his adm iration for our probity. 
But Secretary Teller declares th at the 
records of the nation prove we have a great 
deal to make whole, before we can ask the 
Indian to repose confidence in us for the 
future. 
“ W e have m anifested,” says he, 
" perfect indifference to paying our debts 
under the treaties, and we owe in the vi­ 
cinity of §5,000,000. 
There is due aBd 
unpaid to the Sioux agent for school pur­ 
poses, under the treaty of 
1SC8, over 
§1,000,000. 
By th at treaty the U nited 
States agreed to support a school for every 
th irty children, which it has not done. 
This was part of the consideration to the 
Indians for relinquishing their land. 
The 
money the schools would have cost is hon­ 
estly due the nation for school pnrpoaee. 
Again, there are thousands of families who, 
under the treaty, should have received a 
cow, one yoke of oxen and one hundred 
dollars’ w orth of tools, because they have 
settled down as required.” 


This is a very shameful state of affairs. 
But will they be reformed ? 
W e fear not 
ju st yet. 
The new Congressmen will go up 
to W ashington in December, hold up their 
hands and call God to witness th a t they 
will observe the laws and m aintain the 
Constitution, the honor and dignity of the 
nation, and imm ediately will take their 
seats and bsgin to scheme for party and 
power, and forget the oath th a t should 
bind them to honorably fulfift the obliga­ 
tions of their country to the Indians in the 
Territories. 


A WORLL’o FAIR. 


The Spirit o f the Times, of San Fran­ 
cisco, has proposed, as already noticed, 
th at an international fair, or world’s expo­ 
sition, be 
held 
in 
San 
Francisco in 
the 
course 
of 
three 
or 
fonr 
years. 
Our 
relation 
to 
the 
Orient, 
our 
mid-world 
situation 
as 
to approaches 
by sea, our transcontinental connections, 
make the plan feaeible. 
I t would appear 
to be now only a m atter of d e ta il; of ways 
and means ; of methods. 
One of the first 
things is to get an expression from repre­ 
sentative bodies on this coast, next to ask 
Congressional indorsement, next to pre­ 
pare a superb exhibit for the W orld’s Fair 
at New Orleans, and send there a delega­ 
tion 
to 
begin 
the 
work. 
The new 
scheme is original and practicable, we 
think. 
Unless insuperable objections can 
be pointed out, ic would be wise to call a 
council on the m atter. 
I t is none too 
soon to begin.

▲ Womans Ritas oh. 
A Novel. 
By William B. 
Howells. 
Boston: James R. O sgood & Co. 
Sac­ 
ramento : W. A. A C. S. Houghton. 
M r. Howells' magazine serial, “ A Wo­ 
man’s Reason/1 comes to us in very present­ 
able book form. 
I t is a novel with two em­ 
phatic purposes—to illustrate the obstacles 
that must be surmounted by a woman who 
is thrown suddenly upon her own resources 
and is fired by a determination to do some­ 
thing to make a living, although by education 
and training she is unfitted for labor in most 
vocations in which woman is permitted to seek 
a livelihood. 
The second purpose is to ex­ 
emplify by a story of naturalness and sim­ 
plicity the impractical character of the u«ual 
education given to young women born in 
affluence. 
These two themes compose the 
chord sustained throughout in this volume. 
Perhaps the most impressive of the two les­ 
sons the author seeks to teach is that which 
deals with the hollowness of most there is in 
fashionable training. 
Of all the heroine of 
this 
story knew 
she 
was 
unable 
to 
turn 
anything 
to 
useful 
account 
at 
the 
very time 
when 
all 
the 
knowl­ 
edge 
she 
possessed 
w«s 
needed 
to 
enable her to sapply her physical wants. The 
girl was p issessed of the energy, the deter­ 
mination, the will power to win her way in 
the world, but the weapons at hand were 
edgeless, mere reeds and bulrushes, on which 
she could place no reliance. 
Trae, she had 
some knowledge of art, but her work in this 
line proved unequal to the competition which 
tests art in an unsympathetic market. 
She 
turned to literature next, that common resort 
for the helpless, and with the usual resu lt; 
to the ornamentation of bonnets, but failed to 
impiess milliners with the skill which, in her 
owa boudoir iu her happier days, was to her a 
mere amusement. 
H er judgment was ap­ 
proved, but her fingers lacked the dexterity 
that is born of long training under competent 
instruction. 
Coming dewn to a class of 
needlework and millinery that required less 
skill and but ordinary taste, she bad some 
prospect of success, but her customers soon 
found that she was unable to rise out of a 
groove and meet their desires for improve’ 
ment. 
Still the was not disheartened and re* 
solved not to give up the struggle, when at a 
romantically opportune moment she finds an 
old love that she was once b o unwise as t o re­ 
ject, and accepts the support of a husband’s 
arm. 
The story does not move upon a highly 
romantic plane. 
I t is simply, even plainly 
told. 
I t 
is 
not 
marred 
by 
the evi­ 
dences 
of effort, 
but 
it 
is 
an 
ef­ 
fort nevertheless, and 
a most successful 
oue. 
The purpose of the author is attained, 
and in that attainm ent bis skill h made mani­ 
fest. 
He fixe - his lessons upon the reader’s 
memory indelibly, he imprints them upon 
the mind, he carries conviction to the soul, 
and though the necessary overcolor is ap 
parent, the entire reasonableness of the chief 
events of the story is not to be denied. 
This 
novel of Mr. Howell’s will not address itself 
to the scholarly taste ; it will not rouse the 
critical instiuct, nor call for analytical efforts. 
I t may be read without mental strain, and 
grasped without any special ttfjrto f the in­ 
tellect. 
I t is, therefore, a novel that will 
meet the demand of the popular novel read­ 
ing. 
And this is not saying th at its author 
has not done himself honor in its writing, for 
to writs for popular reading calls into exer­ 
cise a literary skill of a rare order, and of 
which Howells is largely possessed. 


P l a t o’s B k*t T h o u g h t s. 
C o m p ile d fr o m P ro fe s s o r 
J o w e t t ’s T r a n s la tio n o f the Dialogues o f 
P la to . 
By Kev. C. H. A. Iiulkley, O. D. 
New York : 
Charles Scribner’s Sons. 
Sacramento,: W. A. A 
C. S. Houghton. 8vo. $L 50. 
The scheme of this book is novel. 
I t can 
scarcely be called literary work ; it is rather 
an index rerum with Plato’s expressions for 
the subjects. 
That such a compilation, 
arranged something after the style of a dic­ 
tionary of quotations, has its usas, is true. 
For speedy reference by the scholar it will be 
exceedingly convenient in the Btudy library. 
But we doubt very much if its value wiil ex­ 
tend very far beyond that. 
To whosoever 
has not read the dialogues of Plato this book 
will have the minimum significance. I t was a 
very laborious ta*k to dissect the dialogues 
and arrange the matter under several thou* 
sand index head?, and the success wich which 
this has been accomplished is creditable to 
the industry and scholarly ability and dis 
crimination of the compiler, who says regard­ 
ing Plato : 
“ W ith his dialectic skill, uni 
ver8ality and purity of style, every scholar 
and thinker should familiarize himself. Their 
influence on all one’s mental processes cannot 
fail to he stimulating and strengthening.” 
This is very true, and very forcibly stated 
but is it the best way in which to introduce 
Plato’s thoughts to those who have not yet 
taken up his text ? Is this piecemeal, dis­ 
jointed and paragraphic method likely to 
stimulate a desire for a reading in proper 
order and sequence ? We think not. 
But 
we have said it may go somewhat beyond the 
value it will have as a work of reference for 
the scholar. 
That extent we are willing to 
admit, is measured by the taste or desire of 
those who have not time or opportunity to 
peruse the 
full 
tranrlation of Professor 
Jow ett. 
I t is possible that some may find 
this book to serve the purpose of stopping 
the few gaps of time in which they may rest 
from the busy toil of active life. Dr. Bulkley 
himself says that the object is to give the 
leader a fair idea of Plato’s diversity of 
thought. 
To this there could be no reason­ 
able objection, except, for the fear that all 
this kind of diBHectioo, this disjointing, will 
not present Plato as he deserves, and that it 
will lessen, rather than augment, the desire 
to read in full. 
The Doctor says: “ I t in 
hoped these limited morsels of Plato’s Hymet- 
tian honey will excite the desire for a fuller 
feast.” But the assurance that it wiil cannot 
be given. 
There is no reason to believe that 
such will be the result. 
He adds that those 
who cannot reach the headwaters may, by 
the aid of this bock, refresh themselves with 
limited draughts of Plato’s lore “ bottled 
u p ” for them, from his perennial springs of 
thought. 
I t is concerning this same “ bot­ 
tling up ” process that we have and express 
our doubts. 
But to this compromise we may 
come, if this compilation and encyclopedic 
arrangement can be shown to be stimulating 
rather than satisfying in its meagerness, we 
will admit that the work will accomplish all 
that is claimed for it.

PRECEDENT UPON REWARDS. 


Daring the year 1879 a murder was com­ 
m itted in B atte county, which was charged 
to Chapman and Keefer, the particulars of 
which were published in this paper, the case 
being a noted one in the criminal annals of 
this State. 
The defendant, Keefer, escaped 
from this State and fled to Oregon. 
A re­ 
ward was offered by Governor Irw in in the 
sum of $500 for the apprehension and con­ 
viction of Jam es Keefer. 
A long time after­ 
wards Captain T. P. Luther, Captain of 
Police of Portland, Or., discovered the where­ 
abouts of Keefer and arrested him, and at 
the same time procured from him a state­ 
ment which was really the cause of his con­ 
viction. 
After 
the 
arrest the 
authori­ 
ties 
of B utte county were 
advised by 
telegram of the arrest. 
Captain Luther de­ 
livered the prisoner to the proper authorities, 
and at the time of trial came from Oregou 
to testify. 
Two convictions occurred in the 
Superior Court, but for some error the Su­ 
preme Court ordered a new trial. 
A t the 
new trial Captain Luther again appeared, 
and a conviction followed, which was recently 
affirmed by the Supreme Court, whereby 
Keifer was sentenced to imprisonment for 
twenty-two years in State Prison at Folsem. 
After the final conviction. Captain Luther 
presented a claim for the $500 reward. 
One 
Benjamin True, a Deputy Constable who had 
doue some service in working up the case, 
and who assisted in procuring a reward to be 
offered, also claimed the same. 
The applica­ 
tions came up for hearing before the Bovrdof 
Examiners last Tuesday, A. L. H art repre­ 
senting Bet j-imin True and W . A. Anderson 
counsel for Captain Luther. 
It. was urged 
that the claimaut True had contributed to­ 
ward the conviction, and was therefore enti­ 
tled to a portion of the reward. 
Attorney- 
General Marshall was inclined to this view cf 
the question, but Mr. Anderson, for Captain 
Luther, argued that such a construction 
would result in a bad precedent, and would 
in the future give the B ard of Examiners 
much trouble in determining the rights of 
'Claimai'ts; that the only safe rule to pursue 
would be to give the reward to the party who 
apprehended the person for whom a reward 
was offered. 
The Board of Examiner?, after 
consideration, corcluded that this was the 
only safe rule to pursue, and made an order 
giviug the entire reward to Csptain Lather. 
The record showed that Captain Luther had 
devoted much time and detective ability to­ 
ward the conviction of Keifer, who, with hi* 
co-defendant, committed one of the most 
dastardly murders known to the criminal 
record, and which has been discussed by the 
press of this State aud the full particular* 
detailed in this paper, aud which finally re­ 
sulted in the vindication of justice by tbo 
conviction of both the culprits.

The adoption of the new standard cf time, 
to go into tffect at noon on Sunday, the 18th 
instant, will, if the arrangements are com­ 
pleted for Sacramento city by that time ac­ 
cording to official programme, “ connect all 
railway and local public clocks electrically 
with W ashington,” which will, we presum- , 
give the 12 o'clock time signal for California 
at precisely eight hours from the moment 
noon will be signalled from Greenwich to 
Washington. 
Meanwhile W ashington will 
have received the Greenwich signal five hour* 
before it was actually due at the fifth stand­ 
ard, or 75u, which th e -Naval Observatory 
at Washington agrees to adopt as their 
mean standard, instead of their actual time 
for longitude of 5h. 8m. 12.12*.,. equivalent 
to 77° 3' 1.8 west of Greenwich. 
W ashing­ 
ton time will therefore be 8m. 12.12». faster 
than heretofore, while Sacramento or Ban 
Francisco time, and iu fact the whole Pacific 
coast, including the State of Nevada with 
Carson City, as nearly on the eighth stand­ 
ard, or 120° west longitude from I Greenwich, 
will be precisely three hours slower thaD 
Washington 
or 
Philadelphia 
new time. 
The 
question 
is. 
On 
what 
is 
so- 
called 
San 
Francisco time now based ? 
I* it from the exact longitude of 
the 
railway cffiies oil Fourth and Townsend 
street*, or from the Signal Service office, 
wherever that may be, or from the Coast 
Survey office, Washington Square, or from 
| Professor 
Davidson’s 
observatory, 
Clay 
street bill ? The latter is 122°25' 41 west, or 
8 i. 9m. 42.733s. in time from Greenwich, 
which in future will be called 8a. exactly, or 
a change of 9m. 42 733s. in time. 
W ashing­ 
ton Square or T 
intend street would of 
course give different result*, aud the Signal 
Office, as I drew utte.ili -n in your paper 
last December, still adheres to the obsoleto 
time and longitude of the coast survey 
of 1854, or 122° 2o' 15", wlrch is equiva­ 
lent to 8 i. 9m. 45a. 
I t is true thab the 
difference from Professor Davidson’s observ­ 
atory, on Clay street, is only 2 267 seconds 
of time, or about 2.} seconds in time ; but 
which of these have me railway chief < flic1» 
on F urth street adopted, or have they estab­ 
lished iheir own time hitherto ? Then, again 
Sacramento time by the almanacs is calle I 4 
rninates faster than San Francisco. Of cour&e 
tn&t is c.n error, and the Signal Service, which 
calis our longitude 121° 3L', is also an error, 
and therefore any time based upon it is in 
error. 
Probably the true longitude of the 
State Capital dome i* 121J 29' 7.4 , as I as­ 
certained last December in making up some 
figures that the State Engineer gave me, and 
1 then found our correct time to he 8h. 5m. 
56.493*. later than Greenwich. 
If that had 
been adopted as I endeavored to get it by tbe 
Legislature, all we should now have to do 
would be to set our watches 5m. 56.to. faster 
than heretofore, and we would have the pre­ 
cise time for 120° longitude, which i* to be 
our standard, while if we take 4m. from the 
San Francisco Signal Service time we shall 
have 5m. 45s., and be really 11.to. short of 
our proper time. 
If I recollect right Mr. 
VVachhorst has assumed Sacramento time at 
3m. 40?. faster than San Francisco time, al­ 
though I make it 3m. 46 24s. between Pro­ 
fessor Davidson’s observatory and the State 
Capitol dome. 
If 3m. 40s. difference is what 
is what is usually adopted, not 4 minutes, 
then taking Professor Davidson’s observatory 
as the base for San Francisco time, makes 
onr Greenwich time So, 6m. 2 733* , or tin. 
2 78. required to add to our time on Sunday 
for our 
1203 or 
eighth 
stand ud. 
My

56Js. will be the differ­ 
ence of error in our former assumed time, so 
that if, by the new time, chronometers or 
watches are found 6m. 27*. slow, when the 
signal is given for 12 noon, it will show that 
our former time was 6 2*. too slow, excspting 
for tbe due allowance for distance between 
our railway offices and the State Capitol 
easterly, and the difference between Pro­ 
fessor Davidson’s observatory and San Fran­ 
cisco railway otfi e* or other base of time iu 
use there. 
In round numbers, our Post» ffice 
will undoubtedly close at. about ti minutes be­ 
fore our old 1 p m 
Aud the afternoon trains 
will all start acmaily about six minutes before 
old hours.

that Washington has no official authority to 
order the change to standard time until Con­ 
gress has met and sanctioned it. If, however, 
the railways intend to have everything in 
readine»? for the change by th? 18;h, noon, 
as announced long since, they will probably 
complete the electrical arrangements with 
the observatory near Pniladeiphia, which is 
so c^ose to the 7-5° or fifth standard, or even 
the Harvard observatory, wich Canada and 
Greenwich, Great Britain, so that no delay 
need necessarily occur.

An 
addition to the former bill of fare was a large 
billy-goat, which porsibly was a dead-maes 
offering to the soul-repose of deceased from 
Billy Ho Lung in gratitude for his release 
from under the §1,000 bonds heaped upon 
him in consequence of a charge of assault to 
murder. This was an unlooked-for appear­ 
ance to the large assemblage of spectators, as 
this animal is net generally u.ed as a symbol 
of that lofty purity gained by the soul on its 
entrance “ within the veil.” However, the 
goat was there on the burial-board, butch­ 
ered, skinned and shronded in a thin leaf of 
lard. The body of the animal was not di­ 
vided, but lay whole on the bier, its head 
surmounted by huge horns, secured in 
natural, 
upright 
position. 
Amid 
the load 
of sacrificial eatables were 
bowls, cups of tea and chop-sticks for ten 
persons—probably the deified ancestors of the 
deceased, personages who always receive the 
first worship> of a Chinaman. At the head of 
this death-lnnch lay the remains of the pis­ 
toled Sing Du, iu a beautiful metallic casket, 
with rich silver ornaments, that shone 
brightly in the sun. Two glass plates were 
set in the iron lid, through which the body, 
folded in 
its 
red shroud, could be 
seen. 
The 
priest, Sin 
Shong, stood 
by the bier and chanted the requiem service, 
with gong accompaniment, the responses be­ 
ing made by a clarionet, that screeched like 
the cries of a lost bigh-binder in hades. Sev­ 
eral women armed themselves with large 
napkins, and wailed over the corpse during 
the intervals in which the Rev. Sin Shong 
stopped for breath. Two relatives of the 
deceased, dressed in white, with bands of 
same around their brows, walked to the foot 
of the coffin, and slipping off their shoes, 
prostrated themselves on the ground. Their 
grief was tame and stagy in comparison to 
the howls of the mourners of Thursday; 
probably while bowitg beneath their over­ 
whelming sorrow they were quietly “ taking 
in ” the grandeur of Sing Du's “ send off,” 
and mentally concluding that his transit to 
the t. mb was so infi.iitely finer in detail than 
the average “ Melican man’s ” march thither, 
that he was more to be envied than mourned; 
that while be was reposing like a Mandarin 
in his cot of polished metal and Bilver, they 
were lying outside slavishly oa the »ronnd for 
a few dimes ; consequently their loss od the 
ou'side was his internal gain. 
The street in front of the Lodre-room 
was crowded with carriages and people, 
the former drawn there for the occu­ 
pancy of the fraternal brotherhood, who 
w ere to fellow the hearse to the cemetery, and 
the latter for the purpose of seeiug the novel 
performance of a half Oriental, half Occi­ 
dental funeral. About 2 r. M. the coffin was 
placed in a beautiful hearse, drawn by two 
white horses, the other properties, including 
a live duck, were loaded into the different 
vehicles, the pall-bearers took their positions, 
and the proceBBion started. Two gong bands 
had been engaged, and placed in wagons next 
to the hearse, and their plaintive strains 
soothed the murdered man’s spirit on his 
march to the grave, no doubt. A duck is tie 
most sacred bird in the Chinaman’s 
celestial 
aviary, and its 
presence in 
his religions ceremonies 
never fails to 
draw down the approval of the god?, 
but this heaven-blessed fowl nearly lost them 
the tavor of the great spirits by trying to 
escape from the express wagon in which it 
haa been deposited. However, the diiver, a 
good-natured Irishman, apestatiz-'d from his 
mother-faith for a moment, and assisted in 
the heathenish rites by snatching the duck 
back into the wagon. Tne long procession, 
with its seventy carriages and buggies, 
moved slowly from Fourth street into J, 
down J to Second, to I, passed the rival 
I.-dgp, np to Sixth, thence to J, to Tenth, to 
I, and out to Helvetia Cemetery. At the 
cemetery the casket was taken from 
tbe hearse and placed on a stretcher 
in the 
China 
burial ioclosure, and 
the closing ceremonies gone through with. 
A fire was built in a small brick furnace, and 
tbe sacred joss paper was burned for tbe re­ 
pose of the soul. A roll of matting was 
placed on the ground, and the L dge breth­ 
ren knelt in turn, with faces toward the spirit- 
victuals. The rites having ended, the re­ 
mains were again placed in the hearse, and 
all hurried back to the city. The remaioB 
will be embalmed, and Sing Du, with his 
brother in misfortune, will go rolling home iu 
the next steamer. Far off in some little hole 
on thegras-y banks of the Yangtse his bonrg 
will 1* resolved to earth again,aud his soul wi'l 
lie attending an everlasting tea-party amid 
the fadeless bloom of the Flowery Kingdom. 
After life’s fitful racket Lung Yet and Sing 
Du sleep well; no highbinders, no rival 
Lodges, no policemen in search of tan-game- 
sters, can touch them further. 


D em ocratic C e n tra l C om m ittee.—The 
Democratic City Central Committee met in 
council at the office of the Pacific Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, on Second street, 
last evening. Just as they were talking 
about how easy it would be for the Demo­ 
cratic nominees to slip in and be elected if 
the R-publiean Central Committee insisted 
on putting np certain well-known politicians 
for School Directors, a newspaper reporter 
opened the door and walked in.

The? Hop M arket.—A great many of onr 
people who are engaged in the raising of hops 
in Sscramento coUDty were made rich by 
their crops last year. Twice the acreage was 
put in last spring, and the hop crop this year 
is fully twice as great as that of any former 
year. The following are the latest New York 
quotations for the crop of 1883 : New Yorks, 
choice, 23®26c; do medium. 19@21c; do 
low, 15(o. 17c; Eastern, 20@22c; Pacific 
coast, 2U@25c. In speaking of California 
hops, Emmet Wells’ Weekly Hup Circular 
says : “ Pacific coast hups continue to arrive 
here in large quantities, and meet with a fair 
demand from brewers and exporters, choice 
lota bringing as much as the best New York 
hops. The prejudice against the use of the 
former, which at one time prevailed on ac­ 
count of the alleged lack of strength, as com­ 
pared with best New York State hops, is dis­ 
appearing, and if the growers on the Pacific 
coast continue to improve on quality as of 
late years, the time will soon arrive when the 
hops grown there will be looked upon with as 
mnch favor as our State product. Already 
they are exemplifying exceesive care in pick­ 
ing, which is a feather in their caps ; aud it 
behooves our State growers to look out for 
their laurels if they wish to retain the pres­ 
tige formerly held. Another advantage the 
Pacific coast growers have is the almost entire 
immunity from the many pests which unfor­ 
tunately kffl'ct the plant here in the East— 
such as vermin, rust and mold—climatic in­ 
fluences being possibly in their favor for a 
continuation of w hat to some may appear to 
be phenomenal, while they have the double 
advantage of gathering the crop the same 
year as planted.”

HOUSEHOLD 
H O T S 


And Suggestions Here and There About 
the Home. 


The home is always happy when all in­ 
mates are happy. 
Boil in five gallons of water ten pounds 
of stone lime, one pound flour of sulphur. 
W hen thoroughly Bettled, pour off and 
sprinkle the liquid on the walk. 
To make a fine transparent varnish, put 
one and one fourth of gum shellac, and two 
quarts alcohol in a jug or bottle, and set in 
2 warm place until the shellac is thor­ 
oughly dissolved. 
Excellent for covering 
any wood where it is desirous that the 
grain, as inside house finishing, plows, etc., 
should show. 
A good breakfast dish can be prepared 
at small coBt and little trouble by boiling 
some potatoes and slicing them very thin. 
P ut a pint of them into a stewpan with a 
tablespoonful of lemon juice, cayenne, nut­ 
meg, salt and pepper, and a drop of tarra­ 
gon or white vinegar ; pour over all a gill 
of milk or cream, cover closely and Bhake 
over the fire pretty constantly for five or 
ten minutes. 
Place the potatoes on a hot 
dish, taking care not to break the slices, 
and in the center of the dish arrange four 
or five poached eggs. 
The best way to clean marble is to take 
one quarter pint of soap lees, one-half gill 
of turpentine, and sufficient pipe clay and 
bullocks’ gall to make a thick paste. 
Ap­ 
ply it to the marble with a soft brush, and 
after a day or two, when quite dry, rub it 
off with a soft rag. A simpler and quicker 
method is to take two parts of soda, one 
of pumicestene and one of finely-powdered 
chalk. 
Hub this well over the marble and 
the stains will be removed, then wash it 
with soap and water and a beautiful bright 
polish will be produced. 
To make grape catsup any variety can be 
used, and it will be nice, but the tart is 
preferred. 
Let five pints of grapes simmer 
till they are so soft that you can rub all 
but the eeeds through a colander with ease. 
After this is done, add two pints of brown 
sugar, one pint of vinegar, two tablespoon­ 
fuls each of allspice, cloves and cinnamon, 
one and one-half teaspoonfuls of mace, one 
of salt, and half a teaspoonful cf red 
pepper. 
Put all in a porcelain kettle, let 
it boil 9lowly till as thick as you .like 
catsup to be. 
The grapes must first be 
picked from the stems, and be washed 
thoroughly, or they will be gritty and the 
catsup be spoiled. 
A very useful and handsome reticule or 
workbag can be very easily made at home 
by cutting out a foundation in stiff card­ 
board or an old hat frame, and having dark 
velvet of the same size, which can be hand­ 
somely embroidered in light colors. When 
embroidered, press upon the wrong side 
only where the flowers are, so that the nap 
of the velvet may not flatten. 
Cover the 
foundation with the velvet, making sure 
that the edges are well turned over ; turn 
it wrong side out and overcast the points 
together at the bottom. 
Measure the size 
round the bag, then make an outside bag 
of bright silk, two and a half fingers in 
length, allowing enough to turn over for a 
ruffle at the top. 
Finish with a cord and 
tassels in bright color to match the silk. 
Making custard is always something of a 
delicate operation, and the most successful 
way to proceed is as follows : The ingre­ 
dients required are one pint of milk, five 
eggs, three ounces of loaf sugar, three 
laurel leaves or the riud of half a lemon or 
a few drops of vanilla essence, and a table­ 
spoonful of brandy. 
Put the milk, sugar 
aud flavoring into a lined saucepan, and let 
it steep before the fire until it is well 
flavored. 
As it comes to boiling point 
strain it into a basin ; whisk the eggs well, 
and when the milk has cjoled a little stir 
in the eggs and 
strain the mixture into 
a jug. Place this jug in a saucepan of boil­ 
ing water ever the fire, keep stirring it all 
one way until it thickens, but on no ac­ 
count allow it to boil, or it will curdle. 
Stir in the brandy, and when it is well 
mixed in fill the glasses three parts full 
and grate a little nutmeg over the top. 
Epicures say that ducks’ eggs make the 
beat custards. 
The question of hanging pictures effect­ 
ively is one that often arises in a family, A 
few simple directions upon the subject may 
have a value. 
Steel eDgravings aud water 
colors cannot, like oil paintings, be framed 
with the framo close to the picture, aud a 
space of white paper intervening makes an 
igly spot on the wall, aud tbis can be 
avoided by having the picture mounted 
first in a passe partout, with a mat of gray 
or some neutral tiut, aud then placed iu the 
frame. 
To see them with anything like 
comfort or attention they Bhould be die- 
oosed in one row' only, and that opposite 
the eye, or on an average of about five 
feet six incheB from the floor to the center 
of the canvas. 
A row thus formed will 
form a sort of colored zone around the 
room, and pictures of different sizes can 
generally be grouped with something like 
symmetry, the larger ones being kept in 
the center and the smaller ones ranged on 
either side in corresponding places along 
the line. 
The cords used to suspend them 
should match the general coloring of the 
room. 
There are certain principles to be ob­ 
served in a room if it is to impress the vis­ 
itor with a sense of comfort or beauty. 
For one thing, there must be a variety in 
it. 
It is not necessary to buy a whole set 
of furniture alike, but there should be one 
prevailing color, a solid basis on which to 
build. 
There should also he care taken to 
furnish the wall spaces. 
It is an admira­ 
ble plan to pull a sofa out, but if in doing 
so a great empty space is left, the room is 
made bare. 
In such a case the sofa could 
be turned so as to break the stiff line, and 
yet remain against the wall. But the great 
secret of comfort and of giving an imme­ 
diate effect of pleasant living is in the 
making of corners. 
W hat does an open 
fire amount to if an easy chair does not 
stand in front of it, or a lovely view from 
a window if the curtain has to be drawn 
up and the visitor stand to look out? No, 
what wc want is the chair by the fire, the 
ight on the table and the lounge pushed 
near i t ; the easy seat by the window 
where a good light falls, all ready and 
waiting. 
It is all in vain to put bas­ 
kets of bright wools about, or mag­ 
azines, or portfolios 
of engravings, to 
■■five a 
“ borne 
look” 
if 
the 
con­ 
venient and 
comfortable seat is not 
added. 
The visitor 
who, coming in, 
finds 
an 
easy 
chair 
by the 
tire, 
and near it the little stand with the 
magazine, can endure waiting a few mo- 
meuts because 
he feels that his wel­ 
come has met him. 
The chair by the 
window, the fan ready to be picked up, the 
bench under the tree, the seat on the 
porch, are the successes of hospitality. 
It 
is not given to every one to appreciate 
pictures, or to feel color, bnt every or.e de­ 
lights in being made comfortable.—[Louise 
Stockton in Outing. 
In cold weather stews, if they are well 
made, are very appetizing, and it is sur­ 
prising to find how nicely they can be made 
at very moderate cost by the exercise rf a 
little judgment and care. 
Very few house­ 
keepers are ready to use for such purpose 
other than prime cuts, and yet there is no 
question that portions, both of beef and 
mutton, which are sold at very low prices 
as beiDg undesirable, are more nourishing 
than the cutlets and tenderloins, which 
oast double the money. 
A piece of leg of 
beef which should average from 10 to 12 
cents a pound, makes most delicious stew, 
and if properly cooked cannot be distin­ 
guished from stewed steak. 
Take four 
pounds of the thick part of the leg and 
put it in a saucepan with water enough to 
more than cover it, adding plenty of salt 
and one leek or large onion cut up into 
small pieces. 
Let it simmer quietly for 
three hours, scarcely allowing it to come to 
the boil, then half an hour before it is re­ 
quired add a sufficient quantity of carrots, 
turnips aud parsnips, cut into dice, and lot 
it boil till they are tender. 
Thicken the 
gravy with flour and brown it with burnt 
sugar or sauce, and it will be found deli­ 
cious. 
Stewed mutton in the same way is 
ref lent, if a lean shoulder is selected for 
„'<t« v-rpo*e, and put on over a slow tire to 
-n-rc met for two or throe hours, vegetables 


being added in the same way as for the 
beef stew, or, if preferred, onions and po­ 
tatoes can be laid in layers over the top of 
the joint and cooked with it from the start. 
This is a way of making Irish stew which 
is little known, and is preferable to the 
nsnal fashion of selecting chops for the 
purpose. 
A lean shoulder of mutton 
boiled and served with parsley and butter 
is also excellent, or it may be covered with 
caper sauce. 
Another excellent stew is 
made by cutting np mutton cutlets or 
slices of lean mutton and frying them with 
onions, carrots and turnips cut into dice 
until all are brown, then transferring them 
to a stewpan and allowing all to simmer 
for two hours, thickening the gravy with 
flour before serving. 


W HAT 
CHINAMEN 
EAT. 


P h ilo so p h y o f th e S to m ac h a n d B ill o f P a re 
In th e C e le b ra te d K ingdom . 


The following extract from an interest­ 
ing Pekin letter is published in the Albany 


Journal : 
To be able to eat well means, in the Chi­ 
naman’s opinion, to be happy. 
All his 
cares, troubles and desires center in the 
same point, namely, good eating. 
They 
hold that only the satisfied man can be 
wise, and those who canLot make them­ 
selves full are Burely fools. 
Their most 
sacred philosophical and medical treatises 
deal with the stomach as the principal 
source of the spiritual, moral and physical 
life of man. 
The head, in their opinion, 
is a poor dependent on the bounty of the 
stomach. 
Not the head, bnt the stomach, 
ought to be crowded. 
They hold as a car­ 
dinal axiom that the stomach is the spring 
of every thought, feeling and muscular ac­ 
tion. 
He who does not eat loses all eu- 
ergy. 
Man differs from wood and stone 
only because he fills up his stomach. 
Excluding beef aud dairy products, Chi­ 
namen eat everything that is edible, horse 
and ass tlesh, snakes, rats, mice, dogs, 
grasshoppers, spiders, worms, cocoons, sea 
cucumbers, swallows’ nests, aud so on. 
Once, while liviDg in a villa uear Pekin, I 
saw a very strange scene. 
There appeared 
a cloud of grasshoppers. 
Suddenly the 
field was covered with Chinamen, who ran 
frantically hither and thither, gathering 
them in. 
They filled large sacks and bags 
with the insects. 
They carried portable 
stoves on which they roasted their curious 
game. 
Other Chinamen greedily devoured 
the grasshoppers, paying a penny for ten. 
At the heads of all meats ChiDamen put 
pork. 
In their opinion, to the hog beloDgs 
the first place in the list of domestic ani­ 
mals. 
If you ask a Chinaman why, he 
will answer you proudly : “ Because it 
was the hog from whom the Chinaman de­ 
scended 1” 
Don't you see, the Celestials 
have beaten Darwin on the theory of the 
descent of man. 
It is only natural, then, 
chat among Chinamen hogB should enjoy 
full rights of citizenship. 
L:ke dogs, tney 
wander wherever they please. 
A Chine-Be 
street without a number of hogs is an im­ 
possibility. Are there many hogs iu ChiDa? 
I should chink so. 
On a single holiday, in 
memory of their ancestors—not the origi­ 
nal ancestors, the hogs, but merely humsn 
ancestors—the Celestials ate fully 650,000 
hogs. 
I must admit that (.'hiñese pork is 
superior to any found elsewhere on the 
globe. 
Poor Chinamen who cannot afford 
to buy pork eat meat of dogs, asses, rats, 
horses, mice, rabbits, hares, goats and 
sheep, but not cats. 
Of birds the Chinese eat silver pheas­ 
ants, ducks, geese, chickens, jackdaws, 
orows and many others. Curiously enough 
the so-called Cochin China fowls are very 
rarely seen here. Salt eggs are in great use 
here. 
^ 
Among the choice delicacies of the Chi­ 
nese must be mentioned the tins of sharks 
and the nestt of sea-swallows. 
Under the 
latter is understood not the whole nest, but 
only the mucilaginous inner coating of the 
neBts. 
It is believed that the swallows 
who build their nests on the sea rocks cover 
their nests and glue them to the rocks with 
the juice of sea cane, which, on being 
dried, looks like mucilaginous membrane. 
On the market these nests are found in the 
shape of a hemisphere of the size of a half 
orange peel. 
The nests here are sold at 
from 815 to $20 per ponnd. 
They are used 
pricipally for making broth, to which they 
give a peculior aroma and taste, much val­ 
ued by gastronomers. 
Rice stands, oí course, at the head of 
vegetable foods. 
W ithout rice gruel no 
mtal is served here. 
“ Fan” means both 
“ to have a meal” and “ to eat rice gruel.” 
The brown rice, which is common rice, but 
heated and musty, is much liked. 
There 
is also a red variety of rice. 
Honey is much used here, but chiefly as 
a cosmetic. 
After beiD g mixed with flour 
it is used by the women in their hair-dress­ 
ing. 
W ith their hair satuarated, sticky 
and shining with honey, they must he in­ 
deed sweet. 
As everybody knows, the Chinese are 
passionately fond of tea, which they culti­ 
vate for the rest of the world. They drink 
it at every meal, at home and out, when 
idle aud at work, in shops aud in offices— 
¡D short, everywhere, and at any time of 
day or night. 
The red, black and green 
sortB of tea they prepare are only for ex­ 
port, while they themselves use exclusively 
yellow tea. 
They take tea iu small cups 
aud without sugar. 
The unusually fertile soil of this country 
yields products enough to satisfy the appe­ 
tite of all the Celestials, and in view of 
their peculiar philosophy of the stomach, 
they ought to be. able, all of them, to reach 
the blissful state of satiety. 
Yet how 
many of them are lean, hungry, with wist­ 
ful eyes and hollow stomachs? 
W hat a 
heartrending tragedy each of these thin 
fellows priseuts, w¡ ose all-absorbing idea 
is to be thick ! 
When I look upon the 
crowd of hollow-ohceked Chinamen, aud 
then upon the few who are in the blissful 
state of corpulency, I cannot help thinking 
of the lean-fleshed and the fat fleshed kine 
of Pharaoh.

E f f e c t o f S t a n d in g A u m ien — It is 
generally supposed that a nation s physique 
is improved by army life, but such is not 
the opinion of Professor Humphry, Presi­ 
dent of the British Sanitary Institute, who 
9aid in a recent lecture that under the 
most favorable circumstances, and in spite 
of the good influence of drill and discipline 
upon the physical and mental qualities of 
the men, a standing army was to some ex­ 
tent necessarily a deteriorator of national 
physique, inasmuch 
as by the selecting 
influence of recruiting regulation the best 
specimens were 
withdrawn 
from 
the 
community just when they were entering 
npon the vigorous period of life, and 
they were subjected to a high rate 
of 
mortality, 
especially 
from 
lung 
disease, which was attributed to what 
had been termed “ vitiated barrack a t­ 
mosphere," as well as exposures of other 
kinds. 
The augmentation of an army, 
therefore, directly debilitated a nation and 
lessened its fighting power by the drain it 
made upon the best hone and blood of the 
land. This was fully as serious as the drain 
which it made upon gold, even if we took 
into account the diminution of gold-pro­ 
ducing power consequent on the abstrac­ 
tion from the labor market of so many 
men in the prime of fife, and it was less 
easily repaired.

t h e obbat mosque at cobdova. 


The Great Moeque was begun ia 7S6 
by Abdu-r-rabma I., who determined to 
build the finest mosque in the w orld; 
but even his splendid edifice was greatly 
enlarged in the tenth century. There was 
an era of good feeling between the church 
and Islam in those days. 
Before this 
mesque was built, Christians and Moslems 
amicably occupied different parts of the 
same basilica, and when the Caliph wanted 
to enlarge he bought out the Christians. 
Leo, Emperor of Constantinople, sent 140 
precions antique columns for the new build­ 
ing, and Greek artists to decorate i t ; and 
when Cordova was conquered by the C hrist­ 
ians, I believe that for some time the two 
religions held worship in this edifice. 
It 
occupies the whole of a vast square. 
The 
exterior walls, six feet in thickness, and 
from thirty to sixty feet high, with but­ 
tressed towers and richly carved portals to 
the different entrances, is the finest speci­ 
men of this sort of work existing. Nearly 
a third of the great square is occupied by 
the open Court of Oranges, the abode, it 
will be remembered, of IrviDg’s wise par­ 
rot, who knew more than the ordinary 
doctor of law ; still a delightful grove of 
oranges, with great fountains, where the 
pious and the idle like to congregate. 
From thiB there were nineteen doors—all 
now walled up except three—opening di­ 
rectly into the sacred mosque. 
W ith all 
these openings, added to the entrances on 
the other three sides, to admit freely light 
aud air, and to permit the light to play on 
its polished columns, what a cheerful and 
beautiful interior it must have been ! Aud 
what a bewildering sight it is yet ! 
The 
roof is low, not above thirty-five feet high, 
aud originally it was all fiat. 
The area is 
about 394 feet east and west, by 556 feet 
north and south, and it is literally a forest 
of columns. 
Of the original 1,200, 1,096 
8-ill stand ; the others were removed to 
make room for the elaborate choir erected 
in the center, which destroys the great 
sweep of pillars aud much of the forest 
effect. 
It is fit to make a body weep to 
see how the Christians have abused this 
noble interior. 
It would have been more 
excusable if it had been done by early 
Christians, to whom we pardon everything ; 
but it was not : it was done by late and a 
poor kind of Christians. 
These columns, 
all monoliths, and all made to appear of 
uniform hight by sinking the longer ones 
in the floor, were the spoils of heathen 
templeB in Europe, Asia aud Africa. Many 
came from Nimes and Narbonne, some 
from Seville and Tarragona, numbers from 
Constantinople, and a great quantity from 
Carthage and other ancient cities of Africa. 
They are all of choice and some of them 
of rare marbles, jasper, porphyry, verd- 
antique, and all were originally highly pol­ 
ished, and many still retain their luster. 
They might, with a little labor, be made 
again to shine like gems. 
From the carved 
capitals of these columns spring round 
Moorish arches, painted in red and white, 
which, seen in any diagonal view, interlace 
like ribbons, and produce a surpassing and 
charming effect. 
This mosque was called 
Zeca, the house of purificatien ; it was 
equal in rank to A1 Aksa in Jerusalem, and 
its ehrioe of pilgrimage was second only to 
the Kaaba at Mecca. 
If the traveler 
chooses to walk seven times around the 
lovely little chapel in the center, once the 
holy of holies, he will tread in a well- 
worn path in the stone made by thousands 
Moslem piljrim feet. 
This chapel and the 
M ihrabare brilliant with mosaics, and fine 
carving in stone, and Btucco ornamenta­ 
tion. 
I have heard some critics contrast 
the lowness of this edifice with the spring­ 
ing aspiration of the Gothic cathedrals, and 
say that it oppressed them ; but it is one 
of the wonders of the world.—[Charles 
Dudley Warner, in Atlantic.

John A. Stanley, President, and E. J. 
W ickson, 
Secretary 
of 
the California 
D airym en’s Association, have issued a cir­ 
cular letter calling a m eeting to devise 
ways and means for enforcing the law reg­ 
ulating the B3le of oleomargarine. 
The 
call is addressed to all dairym en, and reads 
as follows : 
W e beg leave to inform yon th a t at the 
annual m eeting of the California State 
D airym en’s Association, held in this city 
October 31st, there were so few in attend­ 
ance th a t it was decided to call a general 
m eeting of all interested in the m anufact­ 
ure, sale and consumption of genuine dairy 
products, to be held in G rangers’ Hall, 40 
California street, San Francisco, on Friday, 
N ovem ber 231, a t 10 o’clock a . m . 
The 
occasion for the meeting is the imperative 
need of taking steps to secure the enforce­ 
m ent of the law regulating the sale of bo­ 
gus b u tter or oleomargarine. 
In spite of 
the legislative enactm ent last winter, this 
fraudulent m aterial is being sold as the 
genuine product of the dairy. The notices, 
required in all places where oleomargarine 
is sold, have nut been posted np, and the 
traffic is going on, to the injury of the le­ 
gitim ate dairy interest, because the offend­ 
ers perceive that they can pursue 8"ch a 
course w ithout being called to account. 
The dairym en m ust take steps to secure 
the enforcement of the law. 
This can only 
be done by a union and association of those 
whose interests are encroached upon and 
imperiled. 
Therefore all such are urgently 
requested to attend the m eeting in this city 
on the 23J of November. 
W e respectfully 
request th at you bring this m atter to the 
attention of all dairym en you may meet, 
aud urge upon them enlistm ent in this 
movement, which, if properly supported, 
will accomplish the end desired, and save 
both producer and consumer from further 
imposition and fraud.

The counting of the rings added by ex­ 
ogenous trees every year to their circum ­ 
ferences can only, w ithout risk of great 
error, be applied to trees cut down iu their 
prime, and hence is useless for the older 
trees which are 
hollow and decayed. 
Trees, moreover, often develop themselves 
so unequally from their center that, as in 
th e case of a specimen in the museum at 
Kew, there may be about 250 rings on one 
side to 50 on the other. 
Perhaps the larg­ 
est num ber of rings that has ever been 
counted was in the case of an oak felled in 
1812, where they amounted to 710; but 
Dr. Candolle, who mentions this, adds that 
ROO years were added to this num ber as 
probabiB covering the remaining 
rings 
which it was no longer possible to count. 
T ais instance may be taken to illustrate 
how unsatisfactory this 
mode of reck­ 
oning 
really 
is 
for 
all 
but 
trees 
of comparatively youthful age. 
The ex­ 
ternal girth measurement is for these rea­ 
sons the best we can have, being especially 
applicable where the date of a tree’s intro­ 
duction into a country or its planting is 
definitely fixed, since it enables us to argue 
from the individual specimen or fromja 
num ber of specimens, not w ith certainty, 
h u t w ithin certain lim its of variability, 
to the rate of grow th of th a t tree as a 
species. 
Iu these measurements of trees 
of a century or more in age, such as are 
given abundantly in Loudon’s “ A rbo­ 
retum ,” lies our best guide, though even 
then the grow th in subsequent ages must 
remain m atter of conjecture. 
The diffi­ 
culty is to reduce this conjectural quantity 
to the lim its of probability ; for, given the 
ascertained grow th of the first century, 
how shall we estim ate the diminished 
grow th of later centuries ? 
The best way 
would seem to be to take the ascertained 
grow th of the first century, and then to 
make, say, the third of it the average 
grow th of every century. Tuus, if we were 
to take 
twelve feet as the ascertained 
grow th of 
an oak 
in its 
first 
cent* 
ury, 
four 
feet 
would 
be 
its 
con­ 
stant average rate, and we m ight con­ 
jecture th a t an oak of forty feet was about 
1 000 years old. 
But clearly it m ight be 
much leas ; for the reason for taking the 
th ird is not so much th at it is a more 
probable average than the half, as th a t it is 
obviously less likely to err on the side of 
ex cess 
of

Commune !” The revolver was fully loaded, 
and thirty cartridges were found on the per­ 
son of the youth, who gave the name of Our- 
rieu. He said he was born at Haguenau, in 
Alsace. He is a baker by trade. (Jurrieu 
stated that the murder of the French Minis­ 
ters bad been agreed upon at a meeting of a 
secret society at Lille, and he came to Paris 
to execute the mandate of the Bociety. He 
regretted that he bad not been successful, 
and said that as soon as liberated he would 
make another attempt, which would be more 
successful. Ferry did not hear of the affair 
until 6 o’clock,

BAILKOAD COMMISSIONERS, 
Passenger and Freight Bates Considered 
and Action Taken. 
[Special to the Rkcord-Uxios.] 
S an F rancisco, November 16th.—The 
Railroad Commissioners held a meeting at 11 
A. M. to-day. All the members present 
A. J. Binney and N. D. Rideout. Superin­ 
tendent and Director respectively of the 
Marysville and Oroville Railroad, against 
whom a complaint of overcharge has been 
filed with the Board, appeared to explain. 
Mr. Binney outlined the condition of the 
railroad, saying its expenses were §1,000 a 
month. The road is 26.J miles lone, and the 
annual net oarningB abont §585 per mile. 
Tbe rate per mile of passenger fares was 
seven cents. There was but one station be­ 
tween Marysviile and Oroville, the fare 
between these places being §4. 
Mr. Foote asked if the company did not 
have any ronnd-trip system of tickets. 
Mr. Binney said the company contemplated 
selling round-trip tickets to San Francisco, 
via the Central Pacific, reducing the fare on 
the short road to §3. This would probably 
not pay, as there was nothing to draw in­ 
creased travel from. 
Mr. Rideout said the company also con­ 
templated a reduction in local ratee, but at 
present the Superintendent was opposed to it 
on the ground that the road could not stand 
it. He was in favor, however, of the round- 
trip-ticket system, which would probably be 
adopted. He had interests in that section, 
he said, greater than the railroad, and he did 
not intend the road shonld be managed in 
any other than the interest of the public. If 
it was a big road, with connections, h9 said, 
like some others, he might try to make all he 
could out of it. A survey had been made to 
Big Meadows, with the inteution of extend­ 
ing the road. That could not be done if any 
reduction at all was made in the receipts of 
the company. 
On motion of Mr. Foote, the complaint 
was dismissed, with the understanding that 
the round-trip experiment wonld be made. 
Mr. Humphreys offered the following order, 
which was, on motion of Mr. Foote, adopted . 
It is hereby ordered that the Secretary be and he 
is hereby directed to notify the South Pacific Coast, 
North Pacific Coast, San Francisco and North Pa­ 
cific, Vaca Valley and Clear Lake, Nevada County 
Narrow-Gauge, Visalia, Santa Cruz, Sonoma Valley 
and the California Southern Railroad Companies to 
appear before the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
and show cause, on the third Friday of December, 
why reductions should not be made on their roads 
corresponding to those made on the Central and 
Southern Pacific and their leased lines of railroad. 
Mr. Foote then brought up for adoption his 
three cente a mile passenger schedule, Baying 
the figures had been carefully prepared and 
were correct. He said if the Board did not 
think a uniform rate of three cents advisable, 
he would consent to tbe segregation of any 
p&rticnlar division of the road. 
Mr. Carpenter asked what roads, if any, 
would escape the effect of the reduction 
made. 
Mr. Foote replied that the rate was now 
below three cents between ban Francisco and 
Sacramento and San Jose. It would rednce 
on every other line. Mr. Gray, of the Central 
Pacific, had stated that the schedule would 
reduce the income of the company §600,000 
a year. It was his (Foote’s) opinion that 
there would be no redaction at all, as in­ 
creased travel wonld at once make up the 
difference. The loss at any rate would not 
be more than §100,000. 
Some discussion ensued, during which it 
came ont that by combining the special rates 
of the Central Pacific and the reductions of 
the four-cent passenger schedule, the rate was 
now below three cents a mile. For instance, 
combining the company’s rate to Sacramento 
and the Humphreys schedule rate from there 
to Red Bluff the fare is §0 65. The distance 
is over 300 miles—about three cents a mile, 
Mr. Foote said hiB experience in making 
reductions and all his reading had tended to 
show that reduced rates stimulated travel, 
which soon made up the difference in rate. 
Mr. Humphreys said he did not consider 
the adoption of the four-cent schedule final, 
but before he voted for anothei reduction he 
wanted to see the resnlt of the last one. He 
proposed going slow in the matter. Reports 
to him from the interior showed that redac­ 
tions made by hie schedule had been ma­ 
terial. 
Mr. Foote bsí 1 while reductions had b een 
mado they wer not satisfactory. 
H e was 
satisfied his scLedule was not UDjust to the 
railroads. 
Mr. Carpenter said he believed the princi­ 
ple of the four-cent gchedule was the proper 
one—that is, that the railroads shonld be 
allowed higher rates on sparsely traveled 
roads than in those where the traffic is 
greater. If the Board reduced rates on lines 
beyood Sacramento and San Jose, where the 
rate was now less than three cente, a reduc­ 
tion in proportion to that made on the sparse­ 
ly traveled line shonld be made in the three- 
cent line. 
This principle, he said, ran 
through the whole transportation business. 
Mr. Foote interposed to remark tbat it 
was rough on people remotely situated from 
the city. 
Mr. Carpenter replied that the same remark 
might be applied to everything. No man 
paid another man’s expenses because he was 
not so advantageously situated. Tbe fact 
that all these lines were owned by one cor­ 
poration had been instanced to rebut this ar­ 
gument, bat he conld see that that fact af­ 
forded the main argument. Because the 
Central Pacific owned a system of roads was 
no reason why it should be compelled to 
serve people on mountain and desert the same 
as those in the thickly settled valleys. That 
principle did not apply to any other bnsiuess, 
and it was not right that it Bhonld be made 
to apply to the railroad business. 
Foote, replying to Carpenter, said the 
principle should be applied to the Central Pa­ 
cific, because it was a subsidized line. Some 
of its feeders were not subsidized, but were 
constructed for the benefit of the main line, 
not for the benefit of the people. Three cents 
was a liberal allowance for the Central Pa­ 
cific. The schedule was to stop agitation and 
save the corporation money now expended in 
influencing public sentiment. 
Carpenter thought the Board might 
unite on some portions of the three-per-cent 
schedule. He would not consent to further 
reductions ou the Placerville road. At some 
future time he might vote for the schedule, 
but the four-cent rate had not yet a fair trial, 
and he wanted to wait awhile before chang­ 
ing it. 
• Foote insisted on a vote, and the schedule 
was defeated. 
Foote offered an order reducing rates on 
incoming grain in carload lots, straight or 
miled, 20 per cent, on less than carload lots ; 
on green fruits, less than carload lote, from 
first to third class ; reducing the rate on live 
stock of all kinds 20 per cent., where the 
same is now shipped at special contract rates; 
on beans, potatoes, flaxseed, alfalfa, hops, 
onions and mustard seed, 20 per cent.; ou 
wood, coal, lumber, shingles, laths, brick, 
cement, lime and ores, 20 per cent. All re­ 
dactions to apply to carloads as well as less 
than carload rates. The order also provided 
for service on the Central) Pacific of a waiv er 
in case they preferred to make their own 
schedules, when sufficient time wonld be 
granted to make them. 
After some discussion the order was laid 
over, and the Board adj »urned to the 21st of 
Dec', ni Ser. 
The Robinson case was postponed until the 
next meeting of the Board, as neither plain­ 
tiff nor defendant were present. 


INDORSES SPIRITUALISM.

It seems to be thought 
that for a few weeks the delta and the 
valley of the Nile are a lake, and then that 
they are a muddy swamp.

A Statement of Pull Bsliaf la "This Mys­ 
terious Mystery," and Reasons Therefor. 
The writer ot the following letter, although 
now a resident of New York, requires no in­ 
troduction to our readers. The letter ap­ 
peared in a late issue of the Philadelphia 
Mind and Matter:Nsw York, October 21,18SS. 
Editor of Hold and Matter— Sir : I write to you 
because I hold it t<# be tde duty of those who be­ 
lieve they have incomestible evidence of the genu­ 
ineness of phenomena, as presented through certain 
mediums, to testily in defense of those mediums 
when the latter are falsely accused of imposture. I 
thank you in the Dame of manliness and fair play 
for your recent generous rejection of Mr. Dean 
CIsrk's base and groundless attack up in Mrs. Elsie 
Reynolds, of San Francisco. It is concerning that 
lady I wish to say something at present, but in the 
first place, it seems desirable that your readers 
should know who and wbat I am, to the end that 
they may be in a position to judge of the value of 
mv statements. 1 am by profession a journalist. I 
have for thirteen years, and until very recently, 
edited me of the leading daily newspapers of Cali­ 
fornia. 1 am a student and aninvtstigator in many 
fields. I have followed the progress of science care­ 
fully. I am acquainted with the methods of scien­ 
tific investigations. The law of evidence is familiar 
to me. 
The tendencies of my studies for 
many years past have been towards agnos­ 
ticism. 
Incredulity and skepticism 
are, I 
may almost say, 
temperamental -v.th me. 
But because I have taken pains to ascertain w hat 
evidence is, and because I am prone to reject what­ 
ever fails to approve itself to my exigent reason, I 
am the more prepared to hold firmly to convictions 
once formed, and entertain confidence in the sound­ 
ness of the conclusions which have been reachtd 
thus cautiously. It is rot without reluctance that I 
have spoken of myself in this way, but if I am to 
be of any use as a witness, it is necessary that you 
aud your readers should be able to form some opin­ 
ion as to my intellectual competence. 
1 was brought to investigate Spiritualism in what 
is perhaps the most common wav, nameiv, through 
the death of one I loved. I lost my ODly child in 
her twentieth year. Thus I became acquainted with 
Mrs. Reynolds, and since then I have attended her 
seances constantly during a period measuring 
nearly a year, and in the course of which both my 
wife and 1 have witnessed the phenomena through 
that lady’s mediumship more than a hundred times. 
We have not only attended her public and private 
circles, but have had repeated special private stances 
with her, and have had full experience of all her 
phases of mediumship. From the fit st beginning I 
was very vigilant and persistent for the detection 
of fraud, if it existed, nor have 1 ever relaxed 
my watchfulness But in all the experience I have 
had with Mrs. Reynolds I have been compelled, by 
the most conclusive evidence, to believe in tbe gen­ 
uineness of her mediumship, and I have never seen 
anything justifying even a suspicion of imposture. 
My dear daughter has materialized and come to her 
mother and myself through Mrs. Reynolds some 
Bixty times. We have recognized and identified her 
in every conceivable wav; that is to say, by Bight, 
by touch, by hearing, by oral communication, by 
the exchange of confidences. She has come to us in 
her habit, as she lived; dressed as she was wrout to 
be in this life ; wearing her hair as she was wont to 
wear it in this life; speaking to us with the voice 
which we could not im itate; telling us things 
known to her and to us alone. She has come to us, 
materializing outside of the cabinet, frequently. 
We have seen her gradually emerge from the fi -or, 
as it were, at first a misty, vaporous nucleus, then 
an agitated, cloudy column, undulating, ascending, 
expanding; and finally a completed form, instinct 
with life, breathing, pulsating, speaking, embracing 
us. We have betd the form that bad been thus ma- 
terial'zed before our eyes, in our arms. We have 
seen it dematerialized iu the same way after bidding 
adieu to us. We have seen our dear daughter even 
illuminated. We have seen her sweet face gazing 
out of the illumination, and she lias spoken to us 
while thus floating in the air. For some time before 
we left California she had been in the habit of com­ 
ing to Mrs. Reynolds’ circles, and floating up 
to the ceiling, singing softly the while. Hundreds 
have witnessed the manifestation, and can testify to 
it. But though I could occupy more space than you 
perhaps cao spare with a recital of the absolutely 
convincing truths given us in regard to our daugh­ 
ter, I could take up even more time in the narrative 
of other proofs of the genuineness of Mrs. Reyn­ 
olds’ mediumship. Thus, I have seen her taken ont 
of the cabinet and brought (while still entranced! 
in the middle of the circle, by a male spirit, and 
while she and he were thus standing another spirit 
was plainly seen ill the cabinet. Be it understood 
that in this and other cases referred to, the cabinet 
was so arranged that the secretion of any person in 
it, or the entrance to it of any person after the cir­ 
cle was formed, would have been an absolute impos­ 
sibility. In feet, I may say, that during the whole 
time I have attended her circles-that is, while her 
rooms have been on O’Farrell and Mission streets 
her cabinet has been so Bituated as to make what is 
called " personatiooB ’’ bv human beings utterly and 
completely impracticable. I say this deliberately, 
with full knowledge of the circumstances, and as the 
result of the most jealous investigation. Now, un­ 
der such thorough test conditions, I have frequently- 
seen the medium and one, and sometimes two spir 
its together in the cabinet. 
On the 25th of September, 1SS3, at a private cir­ 
cle, your daughter Lily appeared, and putting back 
the curtains of the cabinet, showed us the medium 
lying entranced. This was done in answer to some 
assertions that Mrs. Reynolds personated Miss Rob­ 
erts. On another occasion 1 saw a spirit coming 
out of the cabinet before Mrs. Reynolds had entered 
it. In fact, I have seen this phenomena more than 
once. During my last visit to San Francisco, an 
arrangement was made to measure the spirits, and 
this was done in my presence. One measurec 5 feet 
10 inches ; another 5 feet 7 inches ; another 5 feet; 
another 8 feet G inches. And ail these curae out of 
a cabinet into which I knew that absolutely no per­ 
son but the medium had entered or could enter. 
Again I have seen the faces of other spirits than my 
daughter, and 1 know that they were strange and di­ 
versified countenances, and not " masks” or “ dum­ 
mies.” 
In private seance with Mrs Reynolds, 
my daughter has come to us, fuliy mate­ 
rialized, has re|iosed in our arm» for several mm- 
utes, and has thus dematerialized aud vanished. 
She has on Bimilar occasions come to us with only- 
one head and vocal organs materialized, and we 
have seen her head thus, floating in the air and un­ 
supported by any body. Other friends have materi­ 
alized the vocal organa alone, and talked to us with 
voice, every tone and modulation of which was fully 
realized. I could multiply these evidences to weari­ 
ness, however, and I must remember that your 
space is limited. Suffice to say, therefore, that I 
have no more doubt of the genuineness of Mrs. 
Reynolds' mediumship than I have of my own exist­ 
ence, and I may add that from a somewhat careful 
and intimate study of her, I am convinced that she 
is an upright and honorable woman, and that she 
practices no deceptions whatever. There are, of 
course, certain minds which appear natu­ 
rally incapable of forming just conclusions 
on matters of this kind. They are literally 
unable to weigh and appreciate evidence. Such 
minds are often met with upon juries, and they are 
responsible for the many verdicts which outrage 
reason and put common sense to shame. Minds of 
this character can nevef be satisfied of the reatity of 
the phenomena of spiritualism, and, no matter what 
proofs are presented, will continue to cast about for 
some commonplace solution of the problem To the 
intellectual capacities of BUch persons, as well as to 
the base envy of professional rivals, must be at­ 
tributed the perennial calumnies and slanders with 
which Mrs. Key-nolda has been pursued. 
In mv 
humble opinion she is one of the most powerful and 
honest mediums living, and not less in gratitude for 
the consolatton my wife and 1 have derived from her 
ministrations than because I an accustomed to de­ 
fend and espouse the right, without fear or favor, I 
desire to give my testimony in htr behalf in the 
most public and emphatic way, through your col­ 
umns. Trusting that you will find space for this 
communication, and igain expressing my admira­ 
tion of y-our courage and gallantry, 1 remain, sir,

Mulford, of San Francisco, had his pocket 
picked of a two hundred-dollar watch. 
Officials of tbe Spanish War Office deny 
that the Crown Prince of Germany will be 
made an honorary Colonel of a Spanish regi­ 
ment. They say such an appointment would 
be unprecedented. 
In Paris, Thursday oight, Harrison, ‘ Min­ 
ister of Commerce, speaking at a banquet, 
said that French Chambers of Commerce 
would soon exist in all the great commercial 
centers abroad. 
General Wallace, United States Minister 
to Turkey, supported by the British Em­ 
bassador, has energetically pressed the Porte 
for the punishment of tbe men who recently 
attacked two American mia.-ionaries in Asia 
Minor. 
The first public meeting of the Hnguenot 
Society of America was held at New York 
Thursday night. Addresses were made by 
John Jay, President of the 8ociety ; Bishop 
Q lintard. of Tennesse; Assistant Bi-hop 
Potter, of New York, and Rev. Dr. Yer- 
milyp, on important events in the history of 
Hngnenots. 
Abont fifty of the war veterans of the New 
York Seventh Regiment met Wednesday 
evening in the armory to arraDge for a re­ 
union of those who were among tbe six hun­ 
dred who went to the war on the organization 
of the regiment. Among those present were 
Generals Nugent,General Fitzgerald,General 
Newton, Colonel Porter, General Duryea, 
General Molinenx, General Foster, General 
Tremain, General Jardine, General H. Nick- 
ibben, General Wright, General Piereon. A 
dinner has been arranged for the 24tb. 


8 AH FRAHCI8CO ITEMS, 
An attempt was made on Thursday night 
to burglarize St. Mary’s Cathedral. 
There are apparently no more assessments 
to become delinquent in the Stock Beard for 
the next week Sneh a hiatus is as remark­ 
able as it is refreshing. 
It is stated that the California Con­ 
gressional delegation has the assurance that 
the next Congress will pass an appropriation 
for a new Poetoffice in this city. 
The sailors of the whaling bark Hunter tell 
hard stories of Captain Sherman’s treatment 
of them in the Arctic. Twa of the men have 
been disabled by tbe cruelties practiced upon 
them. 
Willie Shubridge, a young lad living on 
Stockton street, between Pacific and Broad­ 
way, accilentally shot himself in the side 
Thursday night abont 11 o’clock. His in­ 
juries, althongh dangerous, are cot considered 
fatal. 
The value of the foreign merchandise im­ 
ported into San Francisco during the month 
of October was §3,195.100. Of this amount, 
§229,300 came in bonded cars across tbe con­ 
tinent and tbs remainder by steamers and 
sail vessels. 
The Immigration Association"has received 
a rquash weighing 167 pounds from Healde- 
burg, Sonoma connty. They have also been 
presented with a specimen of barley measur­ 
ing nine feet four inches in bight, grown in 
Shasta county. 
Thursday 40,000 pounds of whalebone was 
landed from the four steam whalers now in 
port. The valne of that now in Dort in the 
whalers recently arrived is §390,000. . Only a 
few of the whalers have made enough on 
their trip to the Arctic to give a share to the 
crews. 
Thus far less than ten of the 167 Chinese 
hearers of Canton certificates of tradership 
have been allowed to land by the Custom au­ 
thorities Evidence is being submitted daily 
that the holders are entitled to come into this 
country, but in many cases it is of snch 
doubtful nature that the applicants have been 
sent back to the Peking, and will, unless the 
Federal Courts intercede, be compelled to re­ 
turn to China. 
A dispatch received in this city Thursday 
announced the fact that Mrs. S. R. Miller, 
the woman whose story of destitution was 
told in Wednesday’s papers, had been discov­ 
ered at Santa Rosa. After leaving her Clem- 
entioa-street house she took ludginge on Sac­ 
ramento street, and from there went to Santa 
Rosa. Three of her children were found 
with her. The fourth is supposed to be some­ 
where in Napa connty. She was identified 
by J. M. White, City Marshal of Santa 
Rosa, from the acconnts he had read of her 
adventures in the newspapers. Detective 
Bee, who has been searching for her, is satis­ 
fied she is demented, probably over her hus­ 
band’s losses in Kentucky. 
Last Sunday three Piute Indians, Chief 
Natchez, Jerry Natchez and Piute Charley, 
came to town to induce Wells, Fargo & Co. 
to give them free transportation for game 
killed. They had formerly had this priv­ 
ilege, and sold their goods along the line of 
the road, but about two years ago the com­ 
pany learned that a white man named Wads­ 
worth had a number of Indians employed in 
the bn-iness, and that he was receiving the 
proceeds of the sale sub rosa. Tbe company 
would not allow the matter to go o d, and re­ 
voked the privilege accorded to tbe Pintes. 
Hence the present visit. On Wednesday the 
Piutes visited J. J. Valentine, Su[>erintenrl- 
ent of Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Express, and 
obtained a promise that they should again 
enjoy tbe desired free traoiportatioo. 
A M u sic a l E le c tr ic a l W h e e l.— An 
experiment by Professor H. S. Carhart is 
as follows : A disk of sheet iron was 
pierced with two circles of quarter-inch 
holes concentric with the disk, the number 
of holes in the two circles being thirty-two 
and sixty.four respectively. On one side 
of the disk was placed a horseshoe magnet, 
with its poles very near the towb of holes ; 
on the other side were arranged two corre- 
Bponding induction bobbins. The circuit 
was completed through a telephone and 
either bobbin at pleasure. Upon rotating 
the disk rapidly, a clear musical sound was 
produced iu the telephone, the pitch rising 
with the rapidity of rotation. Moreover, 
the bobbin opposite the circle of sixty-four 
holes gave the octavo above the other, and 
each gave a note of the same pitch as was 
produced by blowiDg a stream of airthrongh 
the corresponding holes.
